ANTERNAL REVENUE RECEIPTS 
FROM THE STATE. 

A PALLING OFF IN THE TWELVE DISTRICTS 

OF NEARLY $1,500,000 DURING THE 


LAST FISCAL YEAR. , 

Wasuixorton, July 23.—The internal rev- 
enue receipts from the 12 New-York districts, 
as reported to Internal Revenue Commissioner 
Evans, show a falling off for the year 1882-3 
as compared with 1881-2 of nearly $1,500,000. 
The statements given below, as copied from 
the records of the department, need only a 
brief explanation. The tax on cigars was re- 
duced by the last Congress from $6 to $3 a 
thousand, and the income, both under the tax 
in force before May 1 and thaf in force after 
that date, 1s given. The reduction of the tax 
on chewing and smoking tobacco makes it 
necessary to give two lines in each instance to 
snow the revenue under the tax of 16 cents 
a pound as required by the law until May 1, 
and the income under the tax of 8 cents, which 
took effect on that date. A loss of revenue is 
reported in the First, Second, Third, Eleventh, 
Twelfth, Fourteenth, Fifteenth, Twenty-first, 


Twency-eighth, and Thirtieth District, and an 
increase in both the Twenty fourth and Twen- 
ty-six h Districts. The report of receipts are 
as follows:

PRECAUTIONS AGAINST CHOLERA. 
WASHINGTON, July 23.—In consequence 

of the reported appearance of cholera in Eng- 
land the Department of State to-day tele- 
graphed to the Consul General of the United 
States at London to appoint two inspectors, 
one at London and one at Liverpool, to ex- 


amine all vessels leaving those ports for 
—. ond At the same uae ® letter 
of instructions was prepared and sent to 
New-York to be forwarded to England 


by the Alaska, which is to leave at 5 to-mor- | 


row. A message was sent to the Western 
Union Company to be dispatched to New- 
York to-night, so as to enable an agent of the 
State Department to get the letter from the 
mail and put it on board the Alaska. Inquiry 
was made at the telegraph office to-night, and 
this important message could not be found. 
It is supposed that it was mailed to the City, 
and that it will probably not reach the person 
to whom it is addressed soon enough to enable 
him to do what he was requested to do. 


THE RECENT SCRAMBLE FOR OFFICE. 
HOW A VACANCY WAS CREATED BEFORE THE 
REFORM ACT TOOK EFFECT. 

Wasnincton, July 23.—This is a speci- 
men brick contributed by the Treasury De- 
partment to the civil service structure. . On 
June 19 a young lady clerk in the Redemption 
Agency, whose name is withheld, asked for 
and obtained leave of absence for a month. 
She was to be married before the expiration 
of her month’s leave, and the gratuity of a 
month’s extra pay was readily accorded 


as a well-settled custom. It was un- 
derstood that her resignation was to 
take effect at the end of the 30 days’ leave. 
The Civil Service act took effect on July 16. 
The zealous hunt for places in the Treasury 
es eh pent just before that date led some- 

y—the Secretary of the Treasury or his 
appointment clerk can probably tell who—to 
write a letter to the absent lady clerk request- 
ing her to allow her resignation to be dated 
back to June 14, and ‘thus to take effect July 
14. To this request a declination was 
sent, and in answer to this declination came a 
notification that unless the lady resigned as 
she had been requested to do she would be 
peremptorily dismissed from the service. To 
avoid the disgrace of public dismissal, the lady 
permitted her resignation to be dated back as 
requested, and, a vacancy having thus heen 
created on July 14, two days before 
the Civil Service act took effect, a clerk 
was appointed to take her place. By 
this sharp and decisive performance a clerk 
was obtained who had not been compelled to 
undergo a competitive examination with other 
applicants, but upon what ground all this 
energy was put forth to deprive the Civil Ser- 
vice Commission of an opportunity to filla 
vacancy has not yet been learned. The friends 
of civil service reform hereare not disposed to 
believe that Secretary Folger made this a per- 
sonal matter or that he countenanced it with 
a full knowledge of the circumstances. 


THE HESING WHISKY CASE. 
PRECEDENTS FOR THE PROPOSED ASSIGN- 
MENT OF THE JUDGMENT. 

Wasnineton, July 23.—Secretary Folger 
has called on Solicitor Raynor for a report in 
regard to the judgment against A. C. Hesing, 
of Chicago, which Hesing wants to compro- 
mise at 25 cents on the dollar, and which 
Richard Michaelis, of Chicago, professes 
a desire to buy at par. The Treasury 
officials have little confidence in Michaelis’s 
good faith. The District Attorney at Chi- 
cago having been an attorney in this 
case when it was tried, the department ap- 
plied to J. N. Jewett, a prominent lawyer 


ofthat city, for an opinion, and he advised ac- 
cepting the offer of compromise. Solicitor 
Raynor is, on general principles, opposed to 
the selling of judgments for speculative pur- 
poses. In the office of the Solicitor two prece- 
dents are remembered for the action Michaelis 
asks the department to take. Both cases oc- 
carred while Mr. Boutwell was Secretary. In 
one case the ship Rob Roy and cargo of cotton 
were seized for violating the non-intercourse 
act during the war and a bond was given for 
the release of the property. Subsequently the 
Government sued on bond and got judgment. 
Secretary Boutwell assigned the judgment to 
Eastern men, with the understanding that 
a . reimburse 
themselves they shouid divide the excess they 
collected equally between themselves and the 
Government. This case bears a resemblance to 
the Jayne and Sanborn moiety cases, which 
the same Secretary evtered into, and which 
constituted one of the scandals of his adminis- 
tration. In the other case the Government 
obtained a judgment for $18,473 86 against the 
Pensacola and Jacksonville Railroad Company 
for duties on imported iron. The peemens 
was assigned Oct. 30, 1869, for the full amount 
to Stewart L. Woodford, of New-York, who 
was not then District Attorney.

DYNAMITESTRUCK BY LIGHTNING. 


AN EXPLOSION OF 1,400 POUNDS AT A SALT 
MINE IN LOUISIANA. 
NEw-ORLEANS, July 23.—The following has 
just been received from the salt mines at Petit 
Anse Island, in Iberia Parish: ** About a month ago 
the company operating the salt mines at Avery's, 
or Petit Anse, received a large quantity of 
dynamite for blasting purposes. The same 
was stored in a magazine situated about 
400 yards from the works. Large trees were in 
close proximity. On Saturday, July 21, a few min- 
utes past 12 o’clock, a terrifiic storm burst on the 
island. Torrents of rain fell, and peal after 
peal of lightning rended the skies. The work- 
men had barely left and reached the 
boarding-house, situated at some distance 
from the Works, when the electricity struck the 


megazine and immediately there followed an 
awful explosion. Yor a few minutes all seemed 
entirely paralyzed. Recovering, some rushed 
out to ascertain the cause. It was then dis- 
covered that the whole building in which 
was stored the explosive compound had dils- 
appeared, and in its place was left a yawning 
chasm 15 or 20 feet deep by about 100 feet in length. 
The trees surrounding were prostrated and shat- 
tered. One, 2% feet in diameter, was carried by the 
immense power in the blast 200 yards from where 
it previously stood. Every building on the island 
contiguous to the mines was shaken in a terrible 
manner, causing every glass door and window to 
part with their glass. The buildings containing 
the milis and machinery were much dam- 
aged, preventing access to the shaft for 
the time being. Eight box oars, ready to 
be loaded, were entirely crushed in their 
upper part, the running gear remaining intact. 
Two persons only—Mrs. Crooks and her daughter 
—were siizhtly injured by the failing pieces of 
giass, but had the explosion taken place a little 
sooner, no doubt the loss of life would have been 
great. Superintendent Crooks is now hard at 
work clearing up the débris, and in a very few 
days will have everything in readiness to resume 
work. There were 28 boxes of dynamite, each cou- 
taining about 50 pounds, or 1,400 pounds in »II. 
Later inspection shows the salt mine is all right. 
The magazine was about 100 yards away from the 
roof of the gallery. The machinery is all right, 
although the building was thoroughly stripped of 
outside weather boarding. Work will be resumed 
this week. The supply of sait is large, hence there 
is no interruption in shipments.

THE DE LESSEPS CANAL AGREE. 
MENT ABANDONED. 

MR. GLADSTONE ANNOUNCES THAT ITS CON- 
SIDERATION HAS BEEN DROPPED IN 
DEFERENCE TO PUBLIC OPINION. 

Lonpon, July 23.—Mr. Gladstone an- 
nounced in the House of Commons this after- 
noon that he would not ask Parliament at this 
session to sanction the agreement in regard to 
the Suez Canal made with M. de Lesseps. He 
said that the consideration of the agreement 
had been dropped owing to the general objec- 
tion to the scheme and because more time had 
been asked for by some of the members. He 
declined to express his opinion relative to the 
bold idea in favor of an international commit- 
tee to control the canal, although he admitted 
that the canal would be made to benefit ail. 

This utterance was received with cheers by the 

House. England, Mr. Gladstone, said, would 


not use her temporary exceptional position 
in Egypt to invade rights which had been law- 


fully acquired. M. de Lesseps had informed 
Sir Charles Rivers-Wilson, in their nogotia- 
tions in Paris, that he considered that the 
Government was not in any way bound to 
press the agreement on Parliament. But what- 
ever should be done a second canal would be 
constructed as rapidly as possible. The an- 
nouncement of the Prime Minister was re- 
ceived with cheers by the members of the Op- 
position. Sir Stafford Northcote said that the 
negotiations must have been gravely misman- 
aged to have raised issues causing ill-feeling 
against France. 

In the House of Lords Ear! Granville, For- 
eign Secretary, said that the agreement would 
be referred to a special committee. The Mar- 
quis of Salisbury said that when the papers 
relating to the negotiat'ons were presented to 
Parliament the Opposition would be able to 
judge whether it was their duty to take fur- 
ther measures to ascertain the views of 
Parliament or of the Government in regard 
to the canal transaction, which, be asserted, 
deeply compromised national interests. He 
declared that M. ds Lesseps, in order to cuta 
second canal across the Isthmus of Suez, must 
obtain the consent of Egypt, which was really 
the consent of Engiand. The Government, 
he said, should state the terms on which its 
cousent would be granted. 

A letter from M. de Lesseps to Mr. Glad- 
stone, dated July 20, in relation to the provi- 
sional canal agreement between the former 
gentleman and the British Government, is 
published. M. de Lesseps points out that the 
agreement gives such just rights as are permit- 
ted by the obligations of a company whicb 
enjoys an exclusive monopoly for 99 
years. He fears that the unpleasant dis- 
cussion which has arisen in England 
with reference to the agreement may 
prejudice friendly sentiments between the 
English and French peoples. He begs Mr. 
Gladstone, in the interest of general peace and 
of the Franco-English alliance, not to consider 
bimself bound by the agreement. If it is sus- 
pended, or even withdrawn, he says, the Suez 
Canal Company, while 1t will immediately 
proceed with the construction of the second 
canal, will enforce reductions of dues as stipu- 
lated in the agreement. M. de Lesseps in- 
formed Sir Charles Rivers-Wilson, in their 
recent conference at Paris, that the capital for 
the new canal would be raised by an allotment 
of shares or debentures, England to have op- 
tion of subscribing in respect of her shares. 

Lonvon, July 24.—The Morning Post says 
that as soon as the papers relating to the 
canal negotiations bave been presented to 
Parliament the opposition will ask Mr. Glad- 
stone to fix a day fora full discussion of the 


subject.

THE MARCH OF CHOLERA. 
ITS RAVAGES UNCHECKED—AN OUTBREAK 
OF LEPROSY REPORTED. 

Loxpon, July 23.—A serious outbreak of 
cholera is expected at Bombay, as there were 
87 sporadic cases of the disease there during 
last week. At Suez quarantine against ar- 
rivals from infected and suspected ports has 
been renewed. 

Advices from Egypt state tbat in addition 
to an outbreak of cholera at the town of Fares- 


kour, eight miles south-west of Damietta, the 
leprosy has appeared there, and is spreading 
rapidly. There are neither doctors nor medi- 
cines at Fareskour. 

The returns of mortality from the cholera 
in Egypt differ widely. A dispatch to Keuter’s 
Telegram Company states the number of 
deaths at Cairo and in its suburbs in the 24 
hours ending at 8 o’clock this morning at 427, 
those at Ghizeh at 68, and at Chibin at 150. 
The English Government will dispatch 12 doc- 
tors who are experts in cholera to Egypt to- 
morrow. 

The Marquis of Hertington, Secretary of 
State for War, announced in the House of 
Commons this evening that there had been 
one death from cholera among the British 
troops in Egypt. , : 

ALEXANDRIA, July 23.—‘The report of deaths 
on Sunday from cholerais as follows: At 
Damietta, 17; Mansourah, 10; Samanoud, 23; 
Taptab, 17; Chobar, 17: Chibin, 33; at nine 
other places, 78. There were 205 deaths from 
the disease at Cairo during the same time. 
The Khédire and the Ministers have gone to 
Cairo for the purpose of remedying the confu- 
sion in the sanitary arrangements. 

Panis, July 23.—Inspectors are visiting all 
houses in the populous quarters of the city in 
order to institute measures to guard against 
the cholera. 

Cairo, July 23.—The newly formed sanita- 
n, commission, consisting of Gen. Wood, 

uker Pasha, and Gen. Stephenson, has de- 
cided to establish three additional hospitals 
here, and is organizing an ambulance corps. 
The condition of the hospitals is horribie. 
About one-third of the patients die. 

A large part of Bulak has been burned. 
Corpses were found in many of the houses. 
The 800 inhabitants of Bulak encamped at 
Tourah are surrounded by acordon. Nothing 
is supplied them, and they are dying of fam- 
ine. The cbholera is spreading among the 
guards.

Count 
Kalnoky, the Austro-Hungarian Minister of 
Foreign Affairs, will leave Vienna for Ischl 
to-morrow. 

DusBLin, July 23.—Cardinal Maccabe, re- 
viewing the clergy on Sunday, condemned 
the false teaebers who asserted that the Pope, 
in issuing his late circular, was exceeding his 
legitimate sphere of authority, or had been in- 
fluenced by secular motives. Those disobey- 
ing the circular, he said, incurred the guilt of 
heresy. 

Hone Kone, July 23.—The Chinese have 
prohibited the export of bullocks for the use 
of the French troopy,,a Tonquin.

A CORPORATION COMES TO GRIEF. 


THE: NATIONAL UNDERGROUND ELECTRIC 
COMPANY’S OFFICE SEIZED. 


PHILADELPHIA, July 23,.—The Sheriff's 
officers are in possession of the office of the Na- 
tional Underground Electric Company, of Phila- 
delphia, and this afternoon stockholders who 
called to learn the fate of the once hopeful 
corporation had to content themselves with 
the information conveyed by a placard on 
the door: “This office will be closed for 
a few days.’ The janitor of the builaing, 


who was found by a reporter inthe next office, 
said: ** The company’s office was seized by the c ty 
Sheriff to-day. That was not the first seizure 
either, for the landlord, Mr. Cope, took possession 
of the office on Saturday, because the rent was 
not forthcoming. The office {is Room No. 1 in the 
corner builcing at Walnut and Dock streets, 
and has two windows lookiag out upon 
Walnut-street. They are dirty and grimy 
and have none of thuse bright curtains that cor- 
porations of the pretensions of the National Un- 
Gerground Electric Company usually affect. The 
furniture is of the plainest *kind, and when the 
seizure was made the big safe that used to give 
the place an air of solid substantiality, and that 
was reporied to be filled with millions of dollars’ 
worth of the stock and bonds of the company, was 
conspicuous by its absence. Where it went to or 
who removed Jt nobody seems to know. 

The National Underground Electric Company, 
of Philadelpbia, is the outerowth of a Camden 
organization bearing the title of the ** National 
Electric Conduit Company of Camden,” which 
owns a large part of the capita! stock of the 
Philadelphia company. The Camden corporation 
was started in March, 1881, with a sunposititious 
capital of $2,500,000. In October. 1881, John Lucas, 
ex-President of the Camden and Atlantic Railroad, 
joined the new corporation, the Philadelphia 
company, then recently organize, paying io 
$1,000 and receiving 2,500 shares of the stock. 
This company was permitted by Councils to lay 
conduits on Market-street, and then shares of the 
Camden Company, which were listed at the Stock 
Exchange, and of which there were 500,000, began 
to boom. The price ruse rapidly from 50 cents a 
shere to $2. The stock was quoted atthe Ex- 
change as ** underground,"’ and the public rushed 
in and boucht under the impression that 
they were buying the stock of the com- 
pany thet owned the Market-street con- 
duit, Vast quantities were unloaded at 
high figures. The true inwardness of the connec- 
tion of the two companies was not understood 
by the buyers, and when aa exposure of the facts 
was published by the 7imes on March 15, 1882, 
there was a drop in the stock from $2 to 65 cents a 
share. It is now unsalable at 5 cents a share. 
Two weeks ago an assessment of 2 centsa share 
was levied, but the stockholders had had enough 
of itand refused to respond toany considerable 
extent. What little money was collected was re- 
turned, and the vonage d of these concerns which 
put much money into the hands of a few specula- 
tors and robbed a great many poor persons out of 
their sayings may be considered closed. 


THE REYNOLDS BIGAMY CASE.

A PECULIAR PART PLAYEZD BY A SUPERIOR

Sparra,Ga., July 23.—The Reynolds bigamy 
case has developed a new feature on the strength 
of a letter from J. T. Andrews, clerk of the Su- 
perior Court of this county.

RECEIVED WITH CEREMONY AT 
CAPE MAY. 
HOW WE PASSED A DAY BY THE sSEA—HIS 
PROGRAMME FOR THE FUTURE—TO 
VISIT NEWPORT AND LONG BRANCH. 


Cape May, N. J., July 23.—The President 
arrived off Cape May Point before 8 A. M. to-day. 
Marsha! MacMichael and Mr. Cake, manager of 
the Stoekton House, and one or two gentlemen re- 
ceived him at the landing, and entering carriages 
the party drove to the Stockton. On reach- 
ing the hotel the Reception Committee were 
in readiness and there was a few min- 
utes’ hand-shaking, and then President Arthur, 
leading his young daughter, Miss Nellie, 
and followed by Capt..Green, of the United States 
steamer Despatch, in the uniform of his rank; 
Marshal MacMichael, Marshal Kerns, District At- 
torney Corkhili, and Assistant Attorney-General 
MacCammon passed slowly through the divided 
ranks of the people who had assembled to do him 
honor in the hotel rotunda. He bowed pleasantly 


right and left, and received in return volley after 
volley of hand-clapping, while a band stationed 
near the staircase played “ Hall to the Chief.” 

On reaching his rooms, the President was left 
alone with his immediate‘ snite, cons'sting of 
Capt. Green, United States Navy; District At- 
torney George 6B. Corkhtil, J. K. MacCammon, 
Marshal Kerns, ard Marshal Clayton MacMichael. 
At_ 12:30 three carriages were in readiness, 
and the President appeared in the rotunda 
leading his little girl. He entered the second car- 
riage wich his dvughter and Mr. Coke, the first 
being occupied by Capt. Green and Mr. McCam- 
mon, and the third by Marshals MacMichael and 
Kerns. The destination was Sewell’s Point, a 
drive of about six miles, but a halt was made on 
the edge of the waves nearly in front of 
the Congress Hall bathing crowds. The sea 
was fuli of bathers. and there was a 
rush of water nymphs to gaze at the 
Fresident. The carriages were surrounded by 
the dripping multitude. A few persons. were 
presented to the Fresident by Marshal MacMichael, 
who had descended from his own convey- 
ance and remained standing by the side of Presi- 
dent Arthur's carriage. The President smiled and 
shook hands cordially with everybody who was 
introduced tohim. He wore a dark drab suit of 
thin texture,a high, narrow-brimmed white hat. 
The party continued their drive to Sewell’s Point, 
where they all alighted. They returned tothe 
Stockton shortly after 3 o’clock, when lunch was 
served and eaten with exeellent appetite. 

After luncheon the President gave audience to a 
few gentlemen who desired to see him socially. 
He said that he was greatly pleased with Cape 
May, and to the question where he proposed to go 
next he answered: “ To New-York. I shall sail, I 
suppose, about 11 this evening. Withina week, 
by Saturday, probably, I shall start on my Yellow- 
stone trip.”’ 

“ Will your western trip form a portion of your 
vacation?’ the President was asked. 

“ Vacation!” he exclaimed. “That is the way 
alithe newspapers talk. They speak of my jour- 
neys as Junketings. Ineeda holiday as much as 
the poorest of my fellow-citizens, but it is general- 
ly supposed that we peopleat Washington do not 
want any rest.”’ 

“* Are you going to Newport?” 

“*Oh, yes, I believe they have been making prep- 
arations to receive me, and area little disappoint- 
ed. I sball certainly be there in September, and I 
shall probably visit Long Branch also, which was 
always one of my favorite sea-side resorts. I am to 
review a military company this evening, and are- 
ception is to follow. I really am very much pleased 
with my visit here, very much pleased.” 

The President shook hands with his visitors and 
retired fora while to an inner room, where he took 
ashort nap. A6o'clock he dined, the gentlemen 
in his immediate company joining him at table in 
his private _- After dinner he reviewed the 
compauy of National Rifles, of Washington, which 
has been stationed here for some days. It was past 
9 o’clock before the reception began in the dining 
parlor of the Stockton, The President stood at the 
upper end, with Col. MacMiehael by his side. The 
reception lasted for over an hour, and the Presi- 
dent shook hands with 4,000 or 5,000 people. 

The President left at 11:35 P. M. He embarked 
ona life-saving surf-boat, manned by six meén, 
and was rowed out to the Despatch. The beach 
was illuminated and there was a good deal of 
cheering. He will reach New-York about 2 o’clock 
to-morrow afternoon. 
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THE YELLOWSTONE TRIP. 
GEN. SHERIDAN TELLS WHAT THE PRESI- 
DENTIAL PARTY WILL DO. 

CHICAGO, July 23.—A representative of the 
Associated Press called upon Gen. Sheridan to- 
day to ascertain the details of the contemplated 
trip of the President to the Yellowstone region. 
The General explained that President Arthur had 
now fully decided to undertake the journey, a de- 
cision that bad only been reached within the 
last few days. The party will consist of Pres- 
ident Arthur, Secretary Lincoln, Surrogate 
Rollins, of New-York; Gov. J. Schuyler Crosby, 
of Montana; Senator Vest, and Gen. Sheridan, 
and will start from this city on Aug. 8 by a special 


train tendered by the North-western and Union 
Pacitic Roads. Green River Station, on the Union 
Pacific, will be reached on the night of Aug. 5. At 
7 o'clock the next morning the party will take 
spring wagons and drive to Atlantic City, remain- 
ing there over night, and will arrive at Fort 
Washakie mn Aug. 7. After. resting one 
day they wil grreeee on horseback. accompanied 
by Capt. E. M. Hayes anda troop of the Fifth 
United States Cavairy, up the valley of the Wind 
River, across the main chain of the Rocky Moun- 
tains into the Teton Dasin, near Jackson Lake, and 
thence to the Upper Geyser basin, arriving there 
about Aug. 20. After remaining three or four 
days in the National Park the party will 
strike the Union Pacific Railroad at Livingston, 
where a special train, tendered by the Northern 
Pacific and Chicago and North-western Railroads, 
will meet them and bring them back to Chicago. 
The camp equipage and 40 days’ rations 
for the escort and mess, and the eguipagce 
for the Presidential party will be  trans- 
ported from Washakie by pack-mules. About 
25 of these mules will be for head-quarters’ use, 
and the remainder, about 125, will be used for the 
escort, going and returning, and for supplying the 
courier line that will be established along the trail 
to keep the President in daily communication 
with Washington. 

Gen. Sheriden stated that the expedition would be 
beneficial to the President and Secretary Lincoln in 
the wayof healthful exercise, and ‘In addition give 
them an opportunity to see something of the West- 
ern frontier, its people, and some of the military 
posts. ‘There would be no expense attached to it, 
and there had been none in anyof the expedi- 
tions the Genoral had made in former years. 
Pack trains and cavairy are on hand, the former 
having to be kept always in readiness in anticipa- 
tion of Indian troubles. The men receive their 
rations and the horses thelr forage when at the 
posts, and as the guides are usually taken from 
those in the employ of the Government the mat- 
ter of expense is not greater than would occur 
should the President not go at all. 

** Ever since 1870,” said the General, “I have al- 
most without exception annually made one of 
these expeditions in my division from Texas and 
New-Mexico to the Dominion line. in order to gain 
information from actual observation and to make 
reliable reports on the sections visited, 
with a view to encouraging their settlement. 
Following my report in almost every 
instance the country visited bas been filled with 
settiers. I may mention two notable Instances. 
After my expedition tothe Big Horn Mountains 
the entire eastern base of that range was settled, 
and now thousands of cattle and fine farms 
are soen in that region. The Valley of Gros 
Ventre and the Teton Basin have already been 
invaded by pioneers following my exploration 0 
last year, and the same result has occurred from 
my expedition to the Uncompahgre country and 
in North-western New-Mexico. The railroad eom- 
panies, knowing their value. have always kindly 
furnished complimentary transportation for the 
parties who have accompanied me, and they doit 
in this case. My mess outfit is my private prop- 
erty. Each individual of the party pays his share 
of the mess, and the Government has nothing to do 
with that. Ionly allude to it because some criti 
elsm has heretofore been made in this respect. 
I particularly want the President, Secretary 
Lincola, and Senator Vest to learn something 
from observation about the National Park. It 
should be enlarged, as recommended by me last 
year. The extension I propose is principally on 
the south line, a country over which we shall pass, 
and Iam in hope that the information these gen- 
tlemen may acquire will have a tendency to in- 
duce Congress to adopt my views. We expect 
to get some good fishing on the way, 
and, knowing the President's fondness for this 
sport, | invited him Jast Winter to zo on the expe- 
dition. Hesaid he would gladly accept if circum- 
stances would admit. Nothing appears to 
be in the way, and I feel satisfied that 
he will return with a longer lease 
of life and more refreshed by his 
20 days in the Recky Mountains than would occur 
from rest at any watering-place. The arrange- 
ments made for this expedition are exactly the 
same as heretofore, and the expedition would 
have been made whetber the President 
bad gone or not. The reports made of 
expeditions have been published each 
year by the War Department, and the desire 


to obtain the geographical, botanical, grazing, and 


agricultural information contained in them, not 
only in this country, but in Europe, has been be- 
yond our ability tosupply.”’

THE WHEAT CROP. 


SYNOPSIS OF THE JULY REPORT OF 
NATIONAL MILLERS’ ASSOCIATION. 
ROcHESTER, N. Y., July 23.—The fol'owing 
is a synopsis of the July report of the National 
Millers’ Association, made public in this city to-day: 
In Minnesota the wheat acreage now is 37,000,000, 
against 35,592,000 last year. Since May 15, the date 
of the last millers’ report, there has been a de- 
crease in the favorable outlook of 5 or 6 per cent. 
in that State, and the output of wheat is now esti- 
mated at 35,000,000. In Illinois there is a decrease 
in acreage of 20 per cent., by reason of damage 
and plowing up. The report puts the yield at 45 
per cent. of 1882, or 23,546 bushels. In Indiana 
there is a ght increase in acreage seeded to wheat, 
but with more than this plowed up, and the 
greatly increased damage by unseasonable 
weather not more that 55 per cent. of 
last year’s crop is predicted, or 25,000,000 bushels. 


From Iowa come reports of the same acreage as on 
May 15, viz.: Sixty per cent. of 1882, which indi- 
cates a crop of 17,850,000 bushels. Kansas shows a 
decrease of 10 per cent. In the acreage, owing to 
plowing up. Since the last report prospects have 
greatly improved, and a yield of 23,000,000 bushels 
ean safely be predicted. In Michigan there is a re- 
duction in acreage, with the general outiook the 
same as at the last report in equality and yield. 
Estimates then made still hold good, indicating a 
crop of 70 per cent. as compared with 1882, equal 
to 23,300,000 bushels. Im Ohio 7 per cent. of tne 
acreage has been plowed up, and the estimated 
yiela of 55 per cent. of that of 1882 would indicate 
a yield in this State of 23,250,000 bushels. 

n Missouri dae cent. of the acreage has been 
plowed up, and the yield will not exceed 70 per 
cent. of 1882, or 17,624,700 bushels. In Wisconsin 
the condition and outlook of the crop are equally 
favorable with the May report, which indicated a 
crop of 18,500,000 bushels for 1883. With an increase 
in acreage of 30 per cent., reported May 15, anda 
reduced prospect as compared with that date, by 
reason of hot, dry winds, California is likely to 

roduce 42,750,000 bushels, or 5 per cent. less than 
ndicated by the previous report. In West Vir- 
ginia the yield is slightly deficient. In Marvland 
the quality of Winter wheat is not so good, but the 
yieii is equal to the former estimate of 9.000,(00 
bushels. In Texas wheat is being thrashed too damp 
The yield is about 15 bushels to the acre. making a 
crop of 2,100,000 bushels, Thrashing wil! be fin- 
ished by August, and one-third will be sold befsre 
September. In Dakota, the prospects for the 
crop of Spring wheat have not been better in five 
years, and an output of 18,000000 bushels is pre- 
dicted. Complaints come from the Northern 
Pacific country of drought, which will decrease 
the yield there. In Virginia thrashing has com- 
menced, and proves disappointing. Indications 
point toa crop of 8,300,000 bushels, equal to that 
of 1882. In Nebraska there is the same acreage as 
last year, with a prospective improvement of at 
least 10 per cent. over last year, which would indi- 
cate a yield of 16,500,000 bushels, mostly Spring 
wheat. 

In Kentucky the acreage is about the same as 
last year, with the yield averaging, aceording to 
present reports, 65 per cent.. whieh indicates a 
crop for 1888 of 11,200,000 bushels. In Tennessee 
there is a redficed acreage, some being plowed up 
and there being damage of at least 10 per cent. 
since the last report, which would indicate a crop 
for 188 of nt to exceed 70 per cent. of 1882, or 
6,280,000 bushels. In Fennsylvania there has been 
no change since the last report, and indications are 
good foracrop of 22,300,000 bushels.. In Georgia 
wheat is injured considerably by rust, and a crop 
of only 3,400,000 bushels is expected. In New-York 
there has been since May a reduetion of 6 per cent. 
in acreage, that much being plowed up. The con- 
dition is such as to warrant a prospect not to ex- 
ceed the former estimate @f 10,800,000 bushels. 

The report concludes with the following words: 
“The shortage indicated by the May report was 
98,000,000 bushels. compared with the crop of 1882, 
as estimated by the United States Agricultural De- 
partment in the States mentioned. The present 
outlook in the same States indicates a.shortage 
of 10,760,700 bushels.”

CHAUNCEY JOHNSON CAUGHT AND AR-

The standard 
of justice and eauity. the opinion says, compels 
this. A Receiver will be appolnted in a day or 
two.

OPERATORS STILL FIRM 
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CONSIDERING PROPOSITIONS MADE 
BY THE COMPANIKS. 

THE RECOGNITION OF THE BROTHERHOOD 
APPARENTLY THE STUMBLING BLOCK IN 
THE WAY TO A SETTLEMENT. 

The attitude of the Western Union Tele- 
graph Company toward its operators and linemen 
who are engaged in the movement for better pay, 
fewer hours of labor, and equal pay for equal 
work for both sexes has changed materially, al- 
though the officers of the company refuse publicly 
to acknowledge the fact. Nevertheless, it is a fact 
that they have made advances looking toward a 
settlement of the existing difficulty. Eugene J. 
O'Connor, Chairman of the Executive Committee 
of the Brotherhood, and Harry W. Orr, of 
Philadelphia, a member of the committee, 
are now in this City, coming in answer to 
@ summons from Mr. Jobn Campbell, the Master 
Workman of the order. They had a long pri- 
vate consultation yesterday and declined to state 
the object of thelr meeting. It is certain. how- 
ever, that they had under consideration a proposi- 
tion to accept terms offered by various companies. 
They will meet again this morning and will remain 
in secret session throughout the day. The mem- 
bers of the committee were in excellent spirits last 
evening, and though they declined to give any in- 
formation as to the cause of their exuberant spirits, 
it is certain that they are in possession ot facts that 
look favorable to their cause. Mr. Campbell! bad 
a conference yesterday with General Manager 
May, of the American Rapid Company. The out- 
come of the conference was not announced. A 
significant faet is that the Division Super- 
intendents of the Western: Union Company 
will have a meeting in this City to-day, 
presumably for the purpose of euonferring 
with the managers in relation tothe situation. 
The Great North-western Company of Canada, 
which is as badly crippled as is the Western Union 
Company, and which acknowledges the fact. has 
agreed to accept the demands made upon it by its 
operators and linemen. The Mutual District Tele- 
graph Company has also agreed to the demands 
made by its linemen. The Western Union Com. 
pany has also. through one of Its representatives, 
acknowledged that itis wiliing to treat with ita 
former employes and take them back to work at 
the rates demanded. 

The companies were still further cripp'ed yester- 
day by the action of some of the railroad com- 
panies. Allof the roads ieading out of St. Louis 
yesterday permitted their operators to be in- 


structed to refuse all commercial business. 
A dispateh received by Mr. Campbell last 
evening from Atlanta, Ga, informed him 
that the Southern. railroads, rather than 
jose their operators, have permitted them to re- 
fuse all commercial business. This action results’ 
in leaving #,000 Of the 12,000 offices of the Western 
Union Company practicaily deaa—that is, no com- 
mercial business can be transacted to-day at two- 
thirds of the company’s offices. The Law Tele- 
phone Company vesterday agreed to the demands 
of its linemen, who will accordingly resume work 
this moraing. 

The one thing that stands in the way of a settle- 
ment of the difficulty is the fact that the com- 
panies are willing to treat only with the operators 
as individuals, refusing to acknowledze the exist- 
ence of, or to treat with, a committee of the 
Brotherhooe of Telegraphers. The refusal to do 
so is alleged to be due to the fact that the treating 
with the comntittee of that organization would 
establish a precedent which Messrs. Gould and 
Garrett do not wish established. The brotherhood 
is only a branch of the Knights of Labor, an or- 
ganization with a membership of over 500,000. 
These include large numbers of locomotive en- 
gineers and trainmen employed on the rail- 
roads controlled by the two railroad 
and telegraph magnates. Possible trouble 
with railroad employes inthe future and possible 
dealings with them as Knights of Labor is the rea= 
son for not wishing to establish the precedent. 
The Western Union Company has been ata daily 
net loss cf about $200,000 thus far during the 
strike, the gross dgily loss in this “City being offi- 
cially announced as $25,000. On this basis the loss 
in the entire country would exceed $200,000, the 
sum named by Mr. Campbell as the daily loss to 
the company. The company is undoubtedly better 
equipped, so far as its operating force is concerned, 
in this City than in any other important centre ina 
the United States, and its losses are, therefore, 
greater proportionately in those cities than here. 
The loss being so great, the company is naturally 
anxious to see an end of the:trouble, though un- 
willing, from motives of policy affecting interests of 
its managers outside the telegraph company, to 
acknowledge the existence of the telegraphers’ or- 
ganization. The Great North-western Company, 
itis semi-officially stated, is willing to and will 
treat with the brotherhood forterms of a settle- 
ment of the difficulty. The settlement ef the 
trouvles seems to be, from surface indications, a 

robability within a very tew days, the question of 

ow long the public will stand tne lack of tele- 

graphic service being the principal factor, as the 
matter now stands. The operators and linemen 
bere are unanimous in their assertion that they 
will not return to work until the brotherhood is 
recognized. 

The meeting of operators and linemen at Irving 
Hall yesterday was very like those which have pre- 
ceded it, the men being enthusiastic and confident. 
Word was received from the Executive Committee 
that the strictest discipiiue will be maintained. 
** There should be no intemperance, no threats, and 
no violation of the laws” the circular-lettersent out 
read. It was also announced that the brotherhood 
would assist in the prosecution of any person whe 
may destroy any telegraph property. Mr. Mitchell, 
who presided at the meeting, requested any mem: 
ber in need ef ready money to apply to Miner 
Davis, Chairman of the Relief Committee. The 
event of the meeting was the appearance on 
the stage of D, T. Murvine, Superintendent 
Humstone’s private secretary, who had left 
work, although not a member of — the 
brotherhood. He left, he sald, because he couldn't 
stand sitting alongside of and trying to work with 
men who do not rank even so good as third clas# 
operators. The quantity of business being done is 
very small, but ft is being very fairly handied. He 
could not succeed while at the kev in getting 
through to New-Jersey dispatches filed by Alaa- 
ager; Dealy and Brewer. From his knowledge of 
the situation he stated that the success of the 
movement was only a question of ability to hold 
out for a few days, as the situation is so bad that 
some relief must be had quick!y. The officers and 
chiefs of the company are in sympathy with the 
operators to a man, he said, and though from mo- 
tives ot self-interest they were compelied to hide 
their feelings, while inwardly hoping to see the 
movement successful. The remarks of Mr. Mur- 
vine elicited much enthusiasm, for his position In 
the effice made him cognizant of the exact state of 
affairs. and proved the truth of other reports pre- 
viously received from the main office. He was 
cueered and loudly applauded.

Mr. Jansen, of Brook!yn. refused 
an offer from Manager Dealy to go to work for any 
salary he chose to name. Mr. Jansen said he 
wouldn't return until the members of the brother- 
hood did, and a few moments later he was ordered 
out of the building. The members of the brother.

THE RICHMOND OPERATORS FIRM, 
WESTERN UNION BUSINESS IN A BAD WAY— 
THE PEOPLE INDIGNANT. ° 

Ricnumonpd, July 28.—The Richmond tele- 
graph strikers continue to present a solid front 
and are very cheerful over their prospects. Their 
buoyanoy is increased by the knowledge that the 
sympathy of the community is with them. The 
Master Workman reports only ene backslider in 
his assembly, that is, Kk, OC. Thompson, of Fortress 
Monroe, Virginia, who has gone te Charlotte, but 


it is thought he will return to-morrow. The 
Western Union continues in a demoralized condi- 
tion. At 9 o'clock this afternoon only 120 mes- 
segues had been received. and half of this number 
were dead-head dispatches. Ordinarily they handle 
from 3850 to 450. A country operator left Ports- 
mouth, Va., for Wilmington, N. O., yestarday to 
assist the manager, but his father succeeded in 
capturing bim before any injury was done. The 
citizens of Charlotte, N. C., are very indignant be- 
cause the company is sending strangers there to 
take the places of men “to the manner born,” A 
citizen attemoted to assault the two men on duty, 
saying he eould tick them both, but he was pre- 
yented from making the assault by the strikers 
themselves, who do.not advocate violence. A 
special from that city this afternoon says the Char- 
lotte cotton merchants served notice on the West- 
ern Union Company through {ts two operators 
there that they did not desire to continue taking 
the daily commercial reports furnished by them. 
The company was notified to cease sending the re- 
ports. The notification concludes by saying that 
the sympathy of the community is strongly with 
“the boys,’ and that the hope is almost unani- 
mously expressed that they will succeed in defeat- 
ing the company. The Sfafe,a leading Democratic 
paper, in presenting ite telegraphic dispatches, re- 
marke that those sent by the Associated Press over 
the Western Union show a strong bias in favor of 
the Western Union monopoly, while those sent by 
the Southern Telegraph Company present about 
the true state of affairs.

OPERATORS ON DUTY OVERWORKED—THE 
BROTHERHOOD ENCOURAGED. 

Cxu10aGo, July 23.—Twenty chief operators 
and 15 skilled telegraphers are doing the work 
of the Western Union Company at this point. 
Some of the men have worked 20 hours out of the 
2, and a desperate effort is beiug made to keep 
the hooks clear. The volume of business offered 
to-day is greatly diminished, through the fear 
entertained by business men that their messages 
will not be properly transmitted. All messages 


are still received “subject to delay.” Western 
Union officers assert that the situation {is improv- 
ing, but the publio take littie stock in these state- 
ments while “subject to delay” is stamped on 
every ten-word telegram. ‘*There will be abso- 
lutely no concessions made by this company to 
the men,” said Manager MeCulloch, of the Balti- 
more and Ohio. ‘*We have got enough operators 
to handle all the business that is coming in, but 
there isn't very much coming in, because the pub- 
lic are afraid to give ittous.’"’ Business on the 
Board of Trade to-day was crippled even more 
seriously than on Saturday, 

At the strikers’ head-quarters the enthusiasm of 
the men continued unabated, and the encouraging 
reports received by tne Press Committee were 
eagerly devoured as fast as theycamein. A dis- 
patch was received from Milwaukve conveying the 
information that operators called to that city 
by Superintendent Thayer, of the Chicago and 
North-western Railway, to help the Western 
Union out, had been recaliea to this city 
and reinstated in thelr former positions on the 
railroad. Advices from 8t. Paul directed the Chi- 
cago mer to look for a stampede of the St. Paul 
men remaining with the company before night, as 
only six of them remained on duty, and they were 
already wavering. It was also asserted by the St. 
Paul strikers that Superintendent MeMichael, of the 
northern division of the Northern Pacific and 
Manitoba Railway, could not get a single operator 
to go to St. Paul or Minneapolis to assist the West- 
ern Union, and that the railroad does not discharge 
the men for refusing to obey orders for fear their 
whole foree of operators shouid be ordered out by 
the brotherhood. 


SADLY CRIPPLED AT PITTSBURG, 
MESSAGES SENT BY MAILAND THK OPERA- 
TORS JUBILANT. 


PirtspurG, Penn., July 23.—If there was 
any change in the status of the telegraphers’ 
strike to-day, it was in favor of the operators, 
This morving Manager Lioyd, of the Western 
Union office, declared that his force was largely in- 
creased, that his day force consisted of 88 men, and 
that he had a reserve of 14 for night work. 
But in the same breath he admitted that busi- 
ness to important points was considerably behind, 
and that outside points were given the go-by com- 
pletely. The Mutual Union office continued closed, 


and at the Baltimore and Obio and American 
Ttapid offices no change was reported. e strik- 
ers, on the contrary, gained two new accessions to 
their ranks,and were jubilant for other ns, 
The first of these was a well-authentica report 
that the operators of the Union Pipe Line had 
gone out. The other was an offer from the check 
boys in this city to join the strikers. These boys 
receive messages from the business office, sort 
them according to destination, and distribute them 
to the various operators. It a branch of the 
office work requiring experience, and the boys 
could not be replaced within a week. The offer 
Was not accepted to-day, but will be unless a set- 
tlement is soon effected. 

A mass-meeting of the operators was held at the 
Lyceum this evening. Over 500 persons assem- 
bied in the midst of a driving rain, and before the 
meeting adjourned the building was crowded. 
George McLean, the oldest operater in the city, 
and Superintendent of the oity fire alarm telegraph, 
presided. Speeches were made by W, D. Moore, 
one of the most prominent attorne n the 
olty A. ©, Rankin, head of the Knights of 
Labor of thie district; Thomas A, Armstrong, 
of the Aational Labor Tribune, and otbers. 
The strikers, ineciuding the ladies who 
are out, occupied front seats and alj] wore button- 
hole bonquets, The speakers upheld the justice of 
the strike, and their stro t statements were 
most loudly applauded, For several hours this 
evening business was entirely suspended at the 
Western Union office on account of a severe storm. 
The company has been compelled to mail many 
messages during the past 24 hours, and will doubt- 
less he compelled to mail more to-morrow.

BaLtTIMORE, July 23.—Manager Stewart, of 
the Baltimore and Ohio Telegraph Company, sent 
an invitation to all the strikers from that office to 
take dinner with him at arestaurant in the ralil- 
road building, which has been fitted up since the 
strike. The strikers very politely, but firmly, de- 
clined the invitation, as they thought Mr. Stewart 


wanted to argue with them as well as to confer 
with them. Then Mr. Stewart asked that two of 
them meet him at aconference at the Carrollton 
Hotel. They telegraphed to the Executive Commit- 
tee of the brotherhood in New-York for permis- 
sion to attend the conference. This permission 
was granted and the conference was held to-night. 
The Baltimore and Ohio has given it out through 
several sources that it is willing and anxious to 
come to terms with its men, but will deal ony 
with them and not with the brotherhood. It 
is probable that if the brotherhood will eon- 
sent to an outside deal, the trouble between 
the Baltimore and Ohio and its operators will be 
settled ina day or two. The Baltimore and Ohio 
strikers, however, are true to the brotherhood and 
will come to no agreement unless it is sanctioned 
by the Executive Committee. This morning there 
were 25 new members added to the brotherhood, 
Committees were sent to all the stations and met 
all trains, Many of them brought in operators who 
at once joined the order. One man who joined 
came from a country office near Union Bridge, 
and had been ordered by the main office here to 
close his office and come to Baltimore at once. 
The Western Union and Baltimore and Ohio offices 
are pulling along the best they oan with their lim- 
ited forces. Complaints continue from business 
men of the character of the service and a benefit is 
being arranged for the strikers at Ford’s Opera- 
house on Thursday night.

THE OUTLOOK AT ST. LOUIS. 

Sr, Louss, July 23.—The situation regard- 
ing the strike was not materially changed here 
yesterday. Being Sunday not a great amount 
of business was offered, and a large num- 
ber of operators were relleved from duty so 


that they might obtain rest and recreation and re- 
turn to work again to-day refreshed, Tele- 
graph officers assert that everything is mov- 
ing slong smoothly at this point, and that 
all business is Ing handled romptly.

THE HISTORY OF THELR COINAGE AND DE- 
PREOIATION IN VALUE. 

WasuHINGTON, July 22.—Secretary Folger 
has addressed a letter to Mr. James C. Hallock, Jr., 
of Brooklyn, in regard to the trade dollar, of which 
the following is a copy: 


T have to acknowledge the receipt. by reference 
from the President, of your fetter of the 11th {nas. 
concerning the trade dollar. The gist of newspa- 
per slip inclosed therein by you, so far as the execn- 
tive branch of the Government {s concerned, is 
eontained In this sentence: ‘* President Artbur has 
amp'e authority to order their receipt at the Treas- 
ury the same as standard aetiver dollars. * * *” 
In this, 1 thiuk that you lack the support of law. 
1 feel quite certain that you lack rhat of legisia- 
tive inteation. The name given to the coin by the 
colnage act of 1873; the uctual use to which 
it was at first = in accord with the antiotpation 
of the law-makers who passed the act of what the 
use of it would be; the contemporary discussion 
and comment upon it when !t was enacted; the 
readiness of Congress to take away Its legal-tender 
quae when {t was seen that it was put to a dif- 
erent use, and the usage of the Government 
through the period of its existence, all tend 
strongly to show that it may net now by 
mere executive order be endowed wit 
the prerogatives which you attribute to 
it. At any rate, in view of these facts 
I should hesitate to advise the President 
to exercise the power you assert tor him, rather 
than to await the reassembling of Congress and 
such action as it may choose to take. You are 
already aware that a joint resolution of Conwvreas, 
approved July 22, 1876, provides as follows; “ That 
the trade dollar shall not hereafter be a legal ten- 
der,” which is very significant. As this resolation 
has not been rescinded or modified, this depart- 
ment has conceived that it nas no authority to or- 
der Sub-Treasury officers to receive trade dollars 
as indicated in your letter. Very respeetfully, 
CHARLES J. FOLGER, Secretary. 


Secretary Folger incloses a copy of a letter writ- 
ten by Secretary Sherman in regard to the isaue of 
the trade dollar and the depreciation in its value. 
Secretary Sherman, after quoting the text of the 
act of Feb. 12, 1873, authorizing the coinage of the 
trade dollar, says: 


As its name indicates, the purpose of this eoin 
was for trade, not for circulation, though by olas- 
sifying it with other silver coins the law made it a 
legal tender to the amount of $5 in any one 
payment, At the time of the passage of the act 
the actual value of this dollar, including the 
charge of 134 cents for coinage, was a little 
more than $1 04 in gold. Under such cireum- 
stances there could be no nr ag for the owner to 
the coins into oireulation, ana consequently 
hey were exported, mostly to China, where, 
from lack of a circulating medium, these pieces, 
convenient in size, and bearing the guarantee of a 
great Government as to their weight and fineness, 
obtained an extensive circulation, and created a 
market for the silver of the Pacific States, 
as intended by the act, After a few months, 
however, an _ unforeseen depreciation in the 
value of silver bullion occurred, and in 
the early part of 1876, this depreciation 
reached such a point that $1 in gold would 
purchase more than the necessary amount of sil- 
ver for a trade dollar and pay for its coinage. 
Under such conditions, dealers in bullion found a 
profit in putting trade dollars into circulation at 
par in the Pacific States, where the currency. was 
upon @ gold basis, but the coin being a legal tender 
for oniy lis circulation was necessarily 
limited in amount as well as_ restricted 
in locality. The people of the  Paeific 
States, however, —— to its use at all for cir- 
culation, and the attention of Congress having 
been called to the matter, on the 8th of May, 1876, 
the Hon. Samuel J. Randall, of Pennsylvania, in- 
troduced into the House a bill, the third section of 
which repealed the legal tender quality of these 
coins. On the 10th of June following the Hon. 8. 
8. Cox, of New-York, reported the measure to the 
House, urging its adoption. No objection was 
raised, and it became a law July 22, 1876, without 
modification er an opposing voice or vote in either 
house, and is as follows; 

“That the trade dollar shall not hereafter be a legal 
tender; and the Secretary of the Treasury is hereby 
authorized to Mmit, from time to time, the coinage 
thereof to such an amount as he may deem sufficient 
to meet the export demand for the same.” 

“Up to that time, (excepting a few days,) and for 
several months thereafter, the trade dollar cost more 
than a paper currency dollar, and consequently none 
of the coins got into circulation in other than tne Pa- 
cific States. Owing to the appreciation of the paper 
currency, however, in the Fall of 1877, the trade dol- 
lar became of Jess vaiue than the paper deoilar, and in 
December of that year a large number of them were 
put into circulation at their face value at a profit to 
the owners of the bullion. Apprehensive of such mis- 
use of the coins, on the 15th of October in that year I 
ordered the discontinuance of their coinage at the 
Mint at Philadeiphia, and four days later at the other 
mints. Meanwhile, the department, tn a to nu- 
merous inquiries, had uniformly stated that the trade 
dollar sessed Only a commercial value depending 
upon the price of silver bullion.” 

It will be seen that the coins were put Into ciren- 
lation months after the passaye of the act taking 
from them thelr legal tender character, and mainly 
after their colnage had ceased. But in their use as 
money the department has never had any interest 
or derived any profit. For the expense of their 
coinage the owner of the bullion reimbursed the 
Government, and this ended the connection of the 
Government with tho transaction, At no time 
and on no account have they ever been re- 
ceived or paid out by the Treasury, and 
it is a cause of regret that so many 
of our people should have accepted them 
at their face value, thus enabling their owners to 

ut them into circulation at a considerable profit. 

Inder date of July 25, 1878, the Director of the 
Mint published tables from which the value of 
these coins can be ascertained and the terms on 
which they are received at the Mints. He does 
not advise any oneto dispose of them at such 
rates. The law under which the department buys 
bullion with which to eoin the standard silver 
dollar requires the same to be bought at the market 
price, and it can purchase trade dollars only as 
bullion. Possibiy in time these coins will find a 
ready market in China at nearly or quite their face 
value for circulation as coin, 

In this connection permit me to correct any 
misapprebension as to the purpose ana effect of 
the Director's circular. As early as Aug. 24, 1876, 
the department informed an inquirer that the 
trade dollar had only a bullion value, and this in- 
formation has been repeated scores of times and 

ublished by the press throughout the country. 

‘o avold the labor of preparing manuscript let- 
ters, the Director embodied the information in a 
olreular, ones thereto tables for the compnta- 
tion of such value. There was no new decision in- 
yolved in the circular, apes peasy its publica- 
tion may have hastened the depreciation of the 
coins to their true value, an event which was in- 
evitable, and could net have been much longer de-

THE TAX ON COMPOUND LIQUORS. 
COMMISSIONER KVANS ISSURS A CIRCULAR ON 
THE SUBJECT. 


WASHINGTON, July 23—The Commissioner 
of Internal Revenue to-day issued the following 
cireular ix regard to the colleetion of special taxes 
from manufactarers of, and dealers in, compound 
liquors: 

“ There ig upon the market at the present time a 
great variety of alcoho'fc preparations for sale under 
the names of cordiais, bitters, tonies, &c., whieh sre 
claimed by the makers thereof to be medicinal within 
the meaning of that word, as emploved in schedule A, 
following section 3,437 of the Revised Statutes of the 
United States. Internal revenue stampa b.ave hereto- 
fore been affixed to many of these prs parations. Some 
of them have been submitted o thts office, and have 
been here classed as medi¢ines. Most of them, however, 
&rée kKnown.or believed to be, simp'y compound liqnors, 
fitted for use es alcohoiie beverages, and quite gener- 
ally so'd and used as such. Persons engaged in the 
manufacture of such cordials, bitters, tonies, &e., 
should be regarded as rectifiers, if the bitters, 
&c., are suitable for and are usnally sold or 
used as alcoholic beverages, and persons 
who sell them or offer them for sale as b-v- 
erages should be regarded as liquor-d-alera. The 
principal question likely to arise relative to the la- 
bility of those who manufacture or sel! these prepa- 
rations is one of fact, viz., are they beverages or are 
they medicines? The examination of this question 
belongs primarily to the s*vera] Collectors of Internal 
Revenue, It is suggested that persons engaged in the 
manufacture or sale of euch articles should be deemed 
prima facie liable to special taxes, uniess the arti- 
cles 80 made and sola hu:e heretofore been examined 
and pronounced medicines by this office, but those 
engaged in making or seliing such of them as have 
heretofore been examined and pronounced medicines 
by thia office should not be heid liable to special taxes 
for making or selling them, unless ft shall be found 
that they are In fact sold or used as beverages. If 
they are made according to a preseribed formula, and 
if when thus made are, in fact, medicinal prepara- 
tions, of course they should be treated’as such. In all 
cases where the Collector has donbts as to the ques 
tion, he should fully report the facts to this office for 
further instruction, It is not intended that speelal 
taxes shall be required for t’e manufacture or sale of 
such of these preparations as were in fact made and 
stamped prior to July 1, 1883, if t were 80 stamped 
with the appropriations of this , OF under the 
practice and policy then prevailing.” 


ARMY AND NAVY NEWS. 

Wasuineron, July 23.—A general order has 
been iseued from the War Department exempting 
department and division commanders from fur- 
nishing copies of telegrams when presenting their 
accounts of the cost of sending or receiving tele- 
graphic communications. 

An order has been issued from the War Dopart- 
ment directing Col. Rufus Saxton, Quartermaster’s 
Department, to transfer all his pepers and present 
duties to Major George H. Weeks, Quartermaster’s 
Department, and to report for duty at Louisville 
and Jeffersonville before Aug. 31, to relieve Gen. 
James A. Ekin, who will be retired on that date. 

Since the decision by the First Controller of the 
Treasury that Gen. Badeau (retired) was not en- 
titied to draw pay as an officer of the army and 
also as an officer in civil life, many inquiries have 
been made as to whether any retired officer of the 
army or navy is entitled to hold and receive pay in 
civil office, It appears that the question is not new. 
In 1877 Attorney-General Devens, at the request of 
the Secretary of War, wrote an opinion on the 
subject. He held that by section 1,222 of the Re- 
vised Statutes, officers on the active list were for- 
bidden to hold any etvil office, and that by section 
1,228 officers, whether on the active or retired list, 
were practically forbidden to bold an appointment 
in the Diplomatic or‘Consular Service. He also neld, 
however, that any officer on the retired list might 
hoki other offiee than Diplomatic and Consular and 
receive compensation. ; 

Capt. R. L. Phythean, now at Boston, will be 
ordered to take command of the Trenton betore 
the middle of next month. The Trenton, which 
has been undergoing extensive repairs at New- 
York, will go to the Asiatio station, and will relieve 
the Richmond as flag-ship of the squadron. The 
Juniata arrived at Colombe, Ceylon, June 13. All 
well. Commander F. J. Higginson left here to- 
~ to take passage from San Francisco for the 
Asiatic Station, te relievs Commander Charles 8, 
Cotton of command of the Monocacy.

NOTES FROM CHINA AND JAPAN.

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CHAMBORD’S LAST DAYS 


THE BOURBON PRINCE NOT AT ALL 
LIKELY 70 RECOVER. 

REAL STANDING OF THE ORLEANS FAMILY— 
THE COUNT DE PARIS OR DON CARLOS AS 
LEADER—IS A CIVIL WAR COMING ? 

Panis, July 18.—Is the Count de Cham- 
bord dead, or not? For the past 10 days 
this question has besnin every mouth and at 
the present moment no one can answer posi- 
tively either way. The /ntransigeant an- 
nounces that he was in his office 24 hours after 
the news first came of his illness, just as the 

Union and the Clarion had, authoritatively, 

announced his entire recovery from the illness 

of last May, although it was well known that 
it was with great difficulty that the au- 
gust invalid could be transported from Goritz 
to Frohsdorff, and that when he reached the 
latter place, he was carried to his apartment, 
which, in spite of all contrary assertions, I 
maintain, he has never left since then withuut 
assistance. As it was in the case of M. Gam- 
betta, so now for the “Miraculous Child ;” 
friends and enemies conceal the truth or 
travesty it; for party reasons, the former 
make as light of the matter as they can, 
and the latter exaggerate it. Tho truth 
lies between the two; the “last of the Bour- 
dens,” as his * faithful” call him, although he 
4s neither the last nor anywhere near tne last 
representative of that extremely prolific fam- 
ily, is hopelessiv ill; ill from a disease for 
which there is no remedy, unlessanother mira- 
cle like that of his birth shall come to post- 
pone his demise. His “faithful” aver that the 
consulting physicians cannot agree as to the 
nature of his malady; that one of the most 
eminent among them pronounces dogmatically 
against the existence of a cancer or a tumor in 
his stomach, omitting, however, to explain 
what other cause can be assigned to the grave 
symptoms observed, and which, in the medi- 
cal mind, are usually connected with the ex- 
istence of cancers or tumors in the abdomen 


or thereabout. 

Pray excuse me for the use of French words 
in the description of the Count’s illness, given 
to me by an eminent medical man, whose opin- 
ions are all the more valuable that he is a Le- 
gitimist, and, therefore, not open to the sus- 
picion of pessimism on political grounds. 1 
have employed French terms because I do 
not know their English synonyms, and pos- 
sessing no technical dictionary, am unable to

It is an notre aty aay | of 
no great vity, but sometimes necessitates a 
long ouriea< of 7 heoar the effects of which, it 
was feared, might uce complications, 
owing to the excessive corpulence of the 
sufferer and the interruption of his cus- 
tomary exercise—here you will remark 
the resemblance of the situations of 
Henri de Bourbon and Léon Gambetta. 
The apprehensions of his medical attendants 
were not, however, thus justified; energetic 
remedies and careful nursing got him pretty 
weil through the first phases of his sickness, 
and, as I have stated, about the 15th or 16th of 
May he was conveyed in a special carriage, 
with great precautions, to Frohsdorff, when 
he was supported to his caliche by a couple of 
serving men and then put to bed, and that he 
bas ever been out since that time, deer-stalk- 
ing, permit me to express a doubt. He got 
better, the wound, or the abscess, or whatever 
it was, healed up and he was getting back his 
irits entirely when on or about the 15th of 
une he began to lose his appetite ; nothing that 
bis cook could invent pleased him; he had an 
invincible ugnance to food, and with that 
rep hg neers attacks of nausea. On 
the l¥th of June Madame sent to Neustadt 
for a local practitioner, who declared 
that there was some inflammation in the 
stomach, but nothing to be worried about, and 
prescribed a moderate diet of milk, and as 
much oper er and exercise as be could sup- 
port. WUuring the ensuing week, this régime 
seemed to answer. No disquieting symptoms 
were manifested, and he experienced no un- 
due fatigue from the two drives which he took 
daily, But on the 26th of June Dr. Mayer be- 
came alarmed and summoned the Archduke 
Albert's physician, Dr. Vrasche, in consulta- 
tion. ‘‘ The case is very serious,” said Dr. 
Drasche; ‘‘ the sick man can retain nothing, 
not even milk, on his stomach; the vomiting 
is eonstant; the ejections, at first of water 
end bile, are of blood; he is losing flesh with 
frightful rapidity ; it is impossible any longer 
to carry him out of bis chamber to the tent 
in the park where he passed his time, where- 
fore we should like another person to con- 
sult with.” “ Will the celebrated Prof. 
Biiroth, .of Vienna, be agreeable to 
you, gentlemen?” asked the Countess, 
or whoever talked in the name of 
the Countess to the doctors. No one more 
30, they replied, for the ‘‘ Celebrated Professor 
Bilroth,” of Vienna, is the biggest of big med- 
icine men, and to have one’s name put in print 
in connection with that of the ‘ Celebrated 
Professor Bilroth” is no end of luck for a yil- 
lage doctor, who, from that time forth, be- 
comesa sort of semi-celebrity by reflected 
glory. The “ C. P. B.” came, and the 
three, setting their heads together, drew 
up a statement which, when published, 
caused all legitimacy to shake in its 
phoes, especially in that part of legitimacy 
which is fed, as ‘‘*mandatories,” by the crumbs 
faliing from the royal table. It was not ab- 
solutely sure, but there was good cause to sus- 
pect a cancer in the stomach, for the vomiting 
ot worse and more frequent, and there was a 
plainly discernible under the layer of 
adipose matter—‘‘three fingers thick still,” 
bas written later Dr. Drasche, ‘‘althongh the 
patient has lost 50 pounds of flesh in 18 days” — 
and proper nourishment cannot be adminis- 
tered, notwithstanding the scientific means 
employed, wherefore the Count de Chambordis 
gs good as dead. Since then, and within the last 
72 hours—that is to say, since the Count de 
Paris and the Dukes de Nemours and d’ Alen- 
= have been received so cordially by the 
ying Prince—Dr. Drasche bas modified his 
diagnosis, denying the existence of a cancer, 
which would be an admission that the case is 
hopeless, and hinting that after all it may be 
nothing buta bad case of dyspepsia, which 
may yet yield to skillful treatment and much 
prayer, which last is being resorted to on an 
puprecedented scale all over France. Now 
perhaps Dr. Drasche may be correct, and { 
would not for one moment deny the efficacy 
of appeals to the saints and angels, knowing 
that faith can move mountains; but I am 
obliged to admit that even the most pious and 
fievoted adherent of this majesty in partibus 
,bave lost all hope, or else MM. de Blacas, de 
Deux Brezé, and de Saint Victor would never 
pave communicated their fears of a fatal 
ue to M. Bocker, the friend and confidant 
of those bated Princes of Orleans, who are 
the regular heirs to the throne of France; 
nor would said Princes of Orleans have broken 
with their traditional policy of non-com- 
mittalism if they bad not supposed the full- 
ness of time was at band when they must put 
in a claim tothe inheritance. If Monseign- 
eur’s situation were not known to be des- 
perate, believe me that the Count de Paris 
and his relatives would never have left France 
for Frohsdorff, nor would have offered Gen.

It was she who insisted that the 
Princess should to Frohsdorff, in 1873, to 
make up the family feud; it was she who ad- 
vised borrowing from the Crédit Foncier the 
two-thirds value of all the Orleans estates, so 
that, in the event of a — confiscation, 
the State would be obliged to pay off the mort- 
gages with which their domains are burdened, 
and it has been she who persuaded her hus- 
band to accompany his uncle and his cousin on 
their recent journey to the bedside of their dying 
relative, not so much, perhaps, for affection’s 
sake as on account of that mysteriously hinted- 
at will, which rumor says gives the bulk of the 
expected inheritance to another. The d’Orieans- 
es are notorious for their cleverness in twisting 
wills to their own advantage, but they havo 
good reason to suppose that the will of the 
Count de Chambord is less in their favor than 
the will of the Prince of Condé was, and they 
are terribly scared lest the expenses incurred 
at tae moment of the fusion may have been a 
dead loss, which, as Princes are obliged to 
travel first class, would be a lamentabie out- 
lay for people so celebrated for their economy. 
You can imagine their deception if it should 
turn out that Don Carlos, and not the 
Count de Paris, bas been named universal 
legatee. True, France would never ratify 
the choice of this highway robber, which 
would be a proof of imbecility on the 
part of the testator, but it is none the less true 
that the d’Orleanses are much exercised by the 
perspective that they are to remain what they 
bave been heretofore, viz., usurping pretend- 
ers of the branche cadette, whereas they as- 
ired to be recognized as the legitimate branch 
= monarchists of allshades. Says gossip, the 
d’Orieanses have gone to Frohsdorff less for 
the purpose of bidding the grandson of Charles 
X. good-bye than to buy from Don Carlos, 
now more than usually impecunious, the will 
which makes of him the heir and successor of 
the French Bourbons. There is nothing at all 
improbable in this; Don Carlos wants mone 
very badly, and two, three, or even ten mil- 
lions will not be too high a price for Louis 
Philippe IL. to pay for his renunciation. ; I 
am not entirely in the secrets of the Le- 
gitimist Party, but have heard and seen 
enough to form an opinion. This opinion 
is that, if the republic be not shaken 
a bit by the death of the Count de Chambord, 
it will be because of the scission which must 
result in the Monarchical Party from the 
mutual antipathy of the Legitimists and Or- 
leanists, an antipathy which will survive the 
present incarnation of royalty—Henri V. 
Through all time it has been admitted that the 
Bourbons and their thorough-bred adherents 
* have never learned anything nor forgotten 
anything,” and the purs of the Faubourg &t. 
Germain are as bitter in their animosity now 
as when that most devoted of their political 
coreligionaries, Chateaubriand, wrote in his 
** Mémoires d’Outretombe”’ that scathing de- 
nunciation of the cruel treatment inflicted by 
the Government of Louis Philippe upon the 
Duchess de Berry, which ended with this 
phrase: ‘‘ Not even at the gallies, among 
jailbirds, would it be possible to 
find a single family so dead to all 
feelings of self-respect as to harbor 
even the thought of thus ignominiously dis- 
gracing one of its own children!” Add to the 
remembrance of Louis Philippe’s scandalous 
behavior to Caroline Ferdinande, of Naples, 
stigmatized so virulently by Chateaubriand, 
the memory of the regicidal vote of Louis 
Philippe’s father, and the mysterious (?) death 
of the last Prince of Condé, and you will 
agree with me that the d’Orleanses will have a 
great deal todo before they can eiface like 
rievances from the hearts of conscientious 
gitimists. I think that the death of the 
Count de Chambord will be, for the royalist 
party, the signal for divisions and dissensions 
similar to those which were produced among 
Bonapartists by the death of the son of Na- 
poleon III. The Count de Paris and his ad- 
visers feel this, and, as among the latter are 
men of a very different calibre from those 
who bave always been tbe counselors of 
Chambord, already symptoms are apparent 
of a disposition to conciliate, one of which I 
shall cite, just to show how the wind blows: 
The Count de Paris has been recommended 
to break with the revolution, and, to prove 
that he is a genuine Bourbon, the legal repre- 
sentative in a direct line of the successors to 
the Valois, to drop one of his names, and in 
stead of styling himself Louis Philippe IL, to 
assume the title of Louis XIX. or of Philippe 
VIL. To outsiders this concession to old fogy 
prejudice resembles the tweediedum versus 
tweedledee affair; to French monarchists it 
seems an affair of State. What the Count 
will elect to do Iam unable to say, but what- 
ever he does will cause embarrassment; if he 
becomes Philippe VII. or Louis XIX. he will 
rally lots of Legitimists and disgust lots 
of Orleanists, who will go over to the re- 
public or, eS to the Bonapartists ; 
if he remains Louis Philippe No, 2, nine-tenths 
of the legitimists will rally to the standard of 
Don Carlos and leave the future struggle be” 
tween the republic and the empire. have 
ventured to say that my opinion as to the 
political bearing of the Count de Chambord’s 
death has been modified, since I last touched 
upon that subject, and I repeat this affirma- 
tion. Idonot believe that the republic is in 
danger at present; 1 do not believe that it can 
be in danger so long as the direction of its 
affairs shall remain in the hands of men like M. 
Ferry, who will not truckle to the mob for 
the sake of gaining popularity. But if by any 
mischance the Cabinet of to-day should 
be upset and be replaced by a weak-kneed 
Ministry or a Jacobin Ministry, the French 
Republic will be: overthrown by a civil 
war in less than a twelvemonth, provided 
always that the Count de Chambord 
institutes Louis Philippe d’Urleans his legiti- 
mate heir to the exclusion of all other claim- 
auts, which will force the adbesion of all the 
legitimist party, and that said heir and bis 
family be bold enough to strike for the crown. 
The Count de Chambord has few, if any, ad- 
herants in the army, except among the young- 
er officers who have been educated up to the 
idea that, out of the elder branch connection 
there is no salvation, but the d’Orleans have 
hosts of admirers and partisans who are ready 
to try a coup d’état at the firstsign. The 
army has been rather put upon by the repub- 
lican régime and is quite willing to revenge 
past slights upon the “ lawyer pékins” who do 
not attempt to disguise their contempt for the 
military elementof the nation. The Duke de 
Chartres had not backbone enough totry it, 
butif he had led his regiment boldly against 
Paris on the morning that his dismissal from 
the service was communicated to him and be- 
fore hehad read it out to his troopers, he.would 
not only have been followed to the capital, but 
would have been assured of the immediate cc- 
operation of the commanders of seven army 
corps in an anti-republican pronunciamento 
which would have been ratified by the nation, 
not because of any —— national predilec- 
tion for royalty, but because whatever party 
happens to hold power is certain to obtain a 
majority at the ballot-box. But the Duke de 
Chartres did not so dare to do, and therefore 
was the danger of civil war averted last Jan- 
uary, and as the Count de Paris will not prob- 
ably so dare to do now, the danger of 
civil war will be averted in 
or September; but be assured that it 
is only averted temporarily. Civil war 
may result in the defeat ot the reactionary 
insurgents, but, none the less, the advent of 
Jacobinism or an unsuccessful foreign war. 
both of which are possible eventualities, will 
be a signa! for the unfurling of a rebe) banner. 
Everywhere the royalists make manifesta- 
tions, everywhere their committees are busy, 
not only with the propagandism of their ideas, 
but with the organization of their force; with 
a view to action. At several of ths most re- 
cent local elections notorious royalists have 
been returned by larger majorities in districts 
where republicans had always beretofore

Prince and Princess of Wales were among 

the distinguished spectators, but Mr. Barry 

Sullivan was nowhere to be found. Probably 

he was sick, for he had been complaining a 

day or two before. When the Princess left 

her box, ata little after midnight, the Prince, 
the Duke of Albany, and some other gentle- 
men descended to the arena and sat among 
the ladies and gentlemen there, many of them 
in costume, the Princes in evening dress. His 

Royal Highness always does the correct thing, 

He asked for a copy of the address. The 

Savages had not printed one for him on 

satin. Mr. Somers Vine, who seems to 

be the boss Savage, told the Prince he 
would procure a copy for him. Vine sent 
to Albery, who informed “e Prince that 
he thought the Secretary had one, The ad- 
dress was not, however, forthcoming in any 


shape, nor is it published in the newspapers. 
Some people are inclined to think that the in- 
cident covers a mysterious Y egre This is not 
so. Mr. Barry Sullivan had a copy of it and 
he had earned it by heart. The day before 
the bali and concert he had recited it to Albery 
with telling elocutionary effect, and he has 
not been heard from since. As it is the rule 
for New-York to publish the news of London, 
and for London to get much of ber pleasantest 
gossip second-hand from American journals, 
I give you the copy of the address which was 
not spoken and which the Princes could not 
procure. Itsounds better when recited than 
it reads undeclaimed:

Unless 
you were ‘‘in fancy dress” you were not per- 
mitted to danco, Mrs, Labouchere and her 
husband had a twenty-guinea box, Madame 
descended now and then to the arena and left 
Monsieur to growl alone; for, truth to tell, in 
this enormous hall the songs and recita- 
tions of the Savages went for nothing, They 
could only be heard by a few who were 
near the platform, and as most of the 
audience were away from the platform there 
was a good deal of dumb show which was 
more curious than entertaining. The appear- 
ance of the arena was, however, very pictur- 
esque, gay with color, full of life oo | anima- 
tion, kaleidosco icin its effects viewed from 
a distance, and those who danced had, no 
doubt, a happy time of it, Mrs, Beere, who 
has made quitea hit in ‘ Fedora,” appeared 
as a sea or river nymph, a greensatin, covered 
with imitation sea-weed. Somebody told me 
Mme. Bernhardt was present. 1 did not see 
her. She has somewhat “ sold” the Gaiety au- 
diences. They expected to see all the Beere 
business in ‘* Fedora’’ better done by the origi- 
nal whom Beere has copied. Sarah has altered 
allof it. She discards her first business, and 
still plays the part as much better, by com- 
parison with the Haymarket heroine, as the 
electric light to a farthing candle. Miss Fow- 
ler (accompanied by her third husband, a 
handsome military gentleman,) appeared as 
Harlequina and looked ‘quite too charm- 
ing.”” Miss Minnie Wyndham (daughter of 
Mr. Charles Wyndham) represented The 
Post. Her skirt was made of imitation tele- 

rams and she wore a postman’s cap and 
Jacket Kyrle Bellew was Romeo, and 
ooked the part. Mr. Edmund Yates’s son 
Charles was made up as Charles I., 
and bore himself royally. Mr. Albery was 
Mercutio, and his wife looked very pretty 
in a white baby dress characteristic of 
beginning of the century. Mrs. 
Michael Gunn (better known: in 
as Miss Bessie Suyden) wore a superb W atteau 
dress, her husband adopting the English Court 
Lionel Brough was first a 
policeman and then a red Indian. Mr. Bron- 
son Howard attired himself in an ordinary 
dress suit, with crimson facings, his wife rep- 
resenting Snow. She wore a white cash- 
mere, trimmed with fluffy balls, to represent 
the wintry missile of the street boys. 
Charles Warner was in the robes of a barris- 
ter; Augustus Harrisin the very perfection 
of a French clown’s costume; Tegetmeier was 
wonderful as an Asiatic; Mrs. K. 
(the American artist's wife) appeared 
the flowing draperies of the ancient days 
of Greece; George Grossmith came in 
bis Jolanthe dress, and George Love 
day was inspiring as a naval  ofii- 
cer.

THE CATERPILLAR PESTS, 
To tha Editor of the New-York Times: 

Ihave read the many letters that have ap- 
peared concerning the devastations made by the 
larve of Croyia gonostigma in the Central Park, 
most of which merely treat on the many changes 
from the egg to the imago, that not only this insect 
but all lepidoptera have to go through by nature, 
The best of these was by Mr. Danby, of Brooklyn, 
whose views I can fully indorse. But I have failed 
to find the means to be employed in extinguishing 
these pests. Some one suggested leaving them to 
their nataral enemy, the ichneumon, that feeds on 
that larva. Thisis not alwaysa safe vlan, asthe 
former is not always plentitul enough to destroy 


the latter. Another suggestion was the use of 
boiling water; this would be very simple and good 
in its results, if the insect went through its third 
change (larva to ebrysalix) in the ground instead 
of spinning acocoon. The difficulty may be got 
over, however, by the use of fumes arising from 
the smoke of pitch, charcoal, or chemicals, which 
really is the only safe pl.n to destroy them whole- 
sale, and which I have used successfully in Eng- 
land on another member of the same family, viz.. 
(rgyia og | oe whose devastation has been so 
great that 1 have seen large Jaburnum trees com- 
pletely defoilated bythem. The lerva@ of this fam- 
ily are pretty nearly omnivorous, for scarcely a 
tree er shrub comes amiss tothem, It may not be 
known that there are two separate broods annu- 
ally ef this {usect, the imago of the first brood 
being much larger than the second. In throwing 
a little oil on the troubled waters I may say that it 
does not always follow that because a certain 
insect swarms this vear that needs must be a 
greater, swarm next. On the contrary, through 
my many years’ experience! have with very few 
exceptions found that after a storm of any partic- 
ular insect much too great a calm has followed 
for entomologists, or, inother words, I have seen 
swarms of certain kinds of insects one year that I 
have not seen in the same locality for perhaps 
four or five years after. I hope it will be the same 
case with this insect. In conclusion I beg to state 
that should my experience be of any service to 
Mr. Southwick in destroying these pests he has 
only to command It. S. I. MOASS,

AGNES BOOTH’S TROUBLES 


—_—e— 
HER EXPERIENCE AT THE  MADI- 
SON-SQUARE THEATRE. 
WHY HER CONTRACT WITH THE MESSRS. 
MALLORY HAS BEEN CANCELED—AN 


INSIDE VIEW OF THEATRICAL AFFAIRS. 
Correspondence of the Boston Herald. 

MANCHESTER-BY-THE-SEA, July 21.—Agnes 
Booth returned to the Masconomo yesterday after 
a tlying visit to New-York, where she had a stormy 
interview with the Mallorys, of the Madison-Square 
Theatre. The upshot of it was that the Mallorys 
canceled their two years’ contract with her. This 
contract was to go into force next September. It 
was signed in February last, and although the Mal- 
lorys had for a long time before that worked hard 
to induce Mrs. Booth to agree to it, they have now 
summarily broken the bond. In a quiet chat this 
afternoon Mrs. Booth told me the facts of the case. 
It is a strange story, strange because it reveals the 
internal economy of the Madison-Square in a very 
peculiar light, and shows upa very peculiar system 
of management, or mismanagement, 

“I don’t know,” said Mrs. Booth, “that what I 
have to say will Be very interesting to the public, 
but you may printit if you like. Although the 
public oan see the unfair side of it easily enough, I 
don’t expect them to understand just how I feel in 
the matter, for the matter at the bottom is one of 
fecling—professional feeling. I have been at the 
Madison-Square Theatre for three years, and all 
that time the management have been trying to get 
me to contract with them fora five years’ engage- 
ment, I did not like to,do this. In the first place 
I did not care to be tied down to the Mallorys for 
so long a term, and then I did not want to travel. 
All their contracts stipulate that an actor or an ao- 
tress must travel; Iset my face against traveling; 


I am tired of it. Iprefer playing in a good stock 
company at one theatre than trave! about the 
country, either with a stock company or as a star. 
I think the results are better. Certainly I prefer 
the reputation I can get as a leading lady in a 
stock company to any amount of notoriety to be 
— traveling about the West. Then, again, my 
usband is in ill-health. J. 8. Booth is not the 
hale and hearty man you used to see at the Boston 
Theatre. He could not now accompany me about 
the country, and I do not want to leave him in his 
present condition, for eight or ten weeks or 
more, to travel about all over the United 
States. Last February, however, I signed with the 
Mallorys for the seasons of 1883-4 and 1884-5. [ 
objected to the traveling clause in the eontract, 
but they said they must retain it asa matter of 
form. All their actors and actresses signed to 
travel, they said, but er would give mea verbal 
agreement that I should be exempt from that. 
They gave ittome. But I told them that 1 should 
be glad at any time to play for them in Boston or 
Philadelphia. Now comes the interesting portion 
ot my story. Youremember that when Bronson 
Howard's ‘Young Mrs. Winthrop’ was pro- 
duced at the Madison-Square I played 
Mrs. Dick. Well, was_ originally cast 
to play Mrs. Winthrop. I was here at 
the Masconomo when Mr. Frohman, on behalf 
of the Mallorys, wrote me, advising me to 
get my costumes ready for the part—for 
Mrs. Winthrop, ‘mind you! Not long after 
that I was told that I was to play, not 
Mrs, Winthrop, but Mrs. Dick. They had already 
engaged Miss Carrie Turner forthe réle originaily 
allotted me, and had given her the manuscript ta 
study without saying a word to me. Naturally I 
did not like that. But Mr. Marshall Mallory came 
to me inavery smiling way and said: ‘Oh, but 
Mrs. Booth, Mrs. Dick is really the ieading part. 
It’s much better than the other, gives you a greater 
opportunity, and you’! be sure to make a hit.’ 
Well, Iplayed Mrs. Dick, and did make a very 
great success. The play had arunof five months, 
and then they put something else on the stage. 

‘By and by they revived ‘Mrs. Winthrop.’ I 
supposed, naturally, that I should resume the 
character of Mrs. Dick, but,lo and behold, with- 
out saying a word to me, they had arranged with 
Miss Ada Dyas for that and had put me down for 
Mrs. Winthrop. Of course I raised my voice 
against this summary kind of treatment, but the 
Mallorys were very humble and said they wanted 
to give variety to the east soas to draw the pub- 
lic, and they asked me if, as a favor to them, I 
would not undertake the part of Mrs. Winthrop. 
If I would, I should greatly oblige them. I thought 
it over and consented. It was a sacrifice on my 
part, though, because I wanted to renew my for- 
mer hit. I had considerable artisvic feeling about it, 
and, beaides, I knew that the revival would, at that 
time of the season, attract little attention from 
the press. Now, it’s all nonsense to say that 
actors and actresses take no notice of what the 
papers say about them. They do notice it, and 
they care a greet deal for what a critic says, es- 
pecially if he is hard upon them. A bad notice 
will do more harm than five good ones will do 
benefit. Actors are very sensitive people. I sup- 
pose the quality that makes them actors makes 
them sensitive. They are easy enougn to get 
along with ifa manager will only treat their feel- 
ings as worthy of consideration. Actors, I find, 
are very amenable to reason, and are, on the 
whole, a most obliging lot of people, if you 
don’t wound their sensitiveness. I think we grow 
more sensitive the longer we play; I do, at any 
rate. But my professional nature is an obliging 
one, so I consented to oblige the Mallorys and play 
Mrs. Winthrop. I was right about the press; 
only one paper took especial notice of the change 
of cast and gave me anything likea criticism. I 
continued to play the title réle during the second 
run of ‘Mrs. Winthrop,’ and then I acted in ‘The 
Ruseian Honeymoon.’ When the ‘Honeymoon’ 
was over, my season was finished and I came here 
to the Masconomo, congratulating myself on a 
successful season and looking forward to the be- 
ginning of another in September, 

“ A few days ago, however, I received a letter 
from Mr. Frohman say.ng that it was the desire of 
the Maliorys that when the company appears in 
Boston mext Autumn I should again play Mrs. 
Winthrop. I wrote back at once saying that I 
would do no such thing. If I played in Boston, I 
should play Mrs. Dick, the part in which I had 
made my hit in New-York, the part which I oreat- 
ed and which I considered mine. I had played 
Mrs. Winthrop only to oblige the Mallorys, and 
I did not inten to let them take ad- 
vautage of that fact and impose the part upon 
me ever afterward. I wanted to let Boston see 
me in my New-York success. It was a very 
natural feeling. Well, Mr. Frohman replied that 
he was sorry to receive such a letter from me. He 
asked me to reconsider my decision, aud said that 
the Mallorys expected not only that, but would 
bold me to my written contract, and that I should 
bave to travel. This was enough. * My soul was 
in arms and eager for the fray.’ I did not write 
this time, but started at once to New-York. I had 
bad enougb of the Mallory vacillation. Aslen 
tered the theatre Mr. Mallory met me. You would 
have thought that nothing had happened; that he 
was the dearest friend [| ever had.

Itended by canceling the contract and 
completely annulling my connection with the Mad- 
ison-Square Theatre. Mr. Frohman seemed dis- 
gusted with the manner of his superiors. He said, 
as he oanceled the contract: ‘On, Mrs. Booth, how 
happy I was when I got you to sign this.’ I thank 
my stars that such managers :as the Mallorys 
ars few end far between. Really, though, I don’t 
knew of any others like them. They know 
nothing about managing a theatre. When they 
took the house it was their first venture. They 
had madea large fortune out of their religious 

aper, the Churchman. One of the brothers, Dr. 

allory, {s an ordained minisivr, but his name 
doesn’t appear in connection with the theatre. 
Yet his interest is really as active as that of his 
brother, Marshall, who figures publicly as sole vro- 
prietor. They do things in a very funny way. They 
never seem to know their own minds. They are 
always ehanging something. Why, if, for imstance, 
they had announced * Masks and j te, Ishould’nt 
have known whether they meant me to play Peg 
Woflington or some other part, or if they intended 
to leave me out altogether. They are ai- 
ways talking about having parts written for 
you. Before ‘ Mrs. Winthrop’ was first produeed 
they told Miss Cowell that Bronson Howard was 
writing Mrs. Dick for her. and then they sent 
her off on the road with something entirely differ- 
ent. They are fearfully obstinate men. Why, 
while they were urging me to play Mrs. Winthrop, 
they acknowledged that no one else could play 
Mrs. Dick as wellasI. The Mallorys have no idea 
of professional feeling. Thereis a great deal of 
talk about their managing tne Madisen-Square on 
artistic principles. It’s all nonsense. True, they 
spend a great deal of money in mounting a play, 
and they always have good actors, but they look 
atit merely as a paying investment. fverything 
is business with them. They look down—if such 
short men can be sald to look down—on the pro- 
fession with contempt. Tney regard actors and 
actresses as mere day laborers, and think nothing 
of treating us assuch. They grind the small peo- 
ple very hard becausethey are powerless to resist. 
They couldn't grind me, however. They think 
we actors and aotresses have no ideas be- 
yond drawing our asalaries—our ‘commer- 
cial value’ as they call it. Commercial 
value, indeed! i wonder how I ever kept con- 
trol of myself to be talked to in that way} 
They are always interfering, too. At every per- 
formance they are at the wings. I imagine they get 
tired of seeing one person in one part a long time, 
and so change him or her to another character. At 
all events they are always changing. They always 
meddle at rehearsals. Most of the actors at the 
Madison-Square are allowed to have no conception 
of their own as regardsa part. The Mallory concep- 
tion must be followed. There is Miss Annie Bussell, 
a very clever young actress, but they are parroting 
her, and trying to make her style stiff and 
unnatural. The Mallorys think little enough of 
an actress anyway, and if she hasn’: the Madison- 
Square tag on her shoulders she’s good for nothing 
atall. Ihave had enough of such treatment. I 
couldn't stand Mallory’s threats to force me, 
Force me, indeed! I should like to see them do 
it! I knew if I complied with requests and played 
Mrs. Winthrop again I should never after be at 
peace. They would use it as a precedent, and I 
should have to do everything. So I cut the gordian 
knot and kept my independence. They are hard 
men, the Mallorys, and will grant no favors. Yet 
I have granted favors to them. I have played at 
special performances to oblige them, and have 
been illat the time. I have played for them on a 
‘souvenir night’ when I was suffering from pneu- 
monia, and I have, to help a performance along, 
rehearsed and played with a débutante when I had 
a serious trouble with my eyes. I have, in short, 
done many things for which I had no reason other 
than to oblige them, and then they talk of forcing 
me to keep a written contract which was supple- 
mented by a verbal understanding; they take away 
my best parts, and treat meas if I were an automa- 
ton. I don't know yet what I shall do next season, 
but I shall never play for the Mallorys again. No, 
Sir! Not even if lama starving woman!” 


CANOERING ON THE CONNECTICUT. 


A POET’S ADVENTUROUS PADDLE DOWN THE 


HISTORIC RIVER. 

From the Springfield (Mase.) Republican, July 23. 

People who have seen John Boyle O’Reilly 
only on the Iscture platform, recalling his fair skin 
and clean-cut features, would not recognize the 
poet and editor in the athletic, nut-brown canoeist 
of cropped head staying yesterday at Father 
O’Keefe’s, in West Springfield. This change from 
the scholar’s delicacy to the prize-fighter’s sturai- 
ness Js largely due, at least as regards the bronzed 
face, to a delightful eleven days’ voyage, without 
hat, tent, or umbrella, down the Connecticut, a 
river that to us Springfielders regularly suggests 
malaria, seldom pleasure, almost never health. 

Mr. O’Reilly’s voyage was full of adventure and 
interest. He and his companion, Dr. Ransom 
Guiteras, of Boston, also a strong and experienced 
canoeman, launched their boat July 10 into the 
upper waters of the river. Their only guide was 
an imperfect chart of the stream, and this they 


soon lostin an accident. For propelling power 
they had their paddles and a small sail, but logs 
in the river soon rendered the latter dangerous, 
and it was shipped to Boston. Their canoe, a light 
but strong Racine boat in which they did the 
Merrimac and rounded Cape Ann, last Summer, 
was packed with a wagon-load of things needful, 
including edibles, drinkables, blankets. an oil- 
stove, a gun, and boxing-gloves. Thus equipped, 
they preceeded rapidly down stream, shooting 
almost all the falls and rapids in their way 
and oleeping at night in the open air 
uncer the shelter of trees on the river 
bank. The beauty of the river scenery 
was aconstant surprise and delight. A hundred 
times a day,as Mr. O'Reilly puts it, they cried, 
“This beats the Rhine,”’ or * This is ahead of any- 
thing on the Merrimac.” But soon their attention 
was diverted from the scenery by the appearanca 
of numerons and troublesome enemies in the 
stream—roliing, pushing, stubborn logs. The two 
voyagers in all their conoeing had never met and 
conquered logs, and were at first trresolute. If 
they tried to push a log from their course it simply 
pushed them from its course. They noticed that 
the logging men talked to logs as to persons, swear- 
ing at some, coaxing others, playing with the little 

fellows, and wheedling the big—giving to all a 
personality. The canoemen had no more trouble 
with logs. They found that by pushing it end on 

they could move the most hulking log as they 

pleased. ‘“*‘No wonder the loggers personify 
them,”’ says Mr. O'Reilly. “ Why, they are like 
ignorant men; you cannot crowd or force them, 

but you can guide them gently wheresoever yon 
will.” From fearing the logs they grew to like 
them, and now they consider their presence in the 
Connecticut by no means against it as a canoeist's 
stream. ‘First of all,’’ according to the canoeing 

poet, “a oanoeist must know how to swim; sec- 

ondly, he must master the habits and disposition 

of logs.” 

The next serious adventure came in the night of 
Sunday, the 15th. All along the full moon had 
tempted them to keep their seats till a late hour. 
The sudden storm of that night, which was felt 
here, caught them in the midst of rapids, hid the 
shore in darkness, and blinded them totally with 
its driving rain. Unable to make the shore, they 
were forced to go on with the current. Snddenly 
a drive of logs came down upon them, and before 
they had time to speak or plan for of the end 
of a big log swept over the boat, striking both 
men and upsetting the canoe. Dr. Guitera’s legs 
were tightly wedged in by a new stock of provi- 
sions. Aftersinking several times and almost giv- 
ing up bope, he freed his legs from the canoe and 
swam ashore. When Mr. O'’Relily arose after the 
tip-over his head bumped againet logs and he final- 
ly came to the surface at some distance from the 
boat. Diving again under the logs, he gothold of 
the boat and clung to it, being swept down with 
the current, till his friend bad run balf a mile up 
stream, swam across, borrowed a farmer's lantern 
and boat, and rowed down to the rescue, picking 
up paddies, coffee-pots, and stray bottles on the 
way. This accident cost them their chart of the 
river and many of their traps.

CAPITALAND LABOR IN THE WEST INDIES, 
From the London Neve. 

This is the title of a pampblet written by Mr. 
C. S. Salmon, and issued by the Civil Service Print- 
ing and Publishing Company. In a minute and ex- 
haustive discussion Mr. Salmon describes and com- 
pares the financial and sucial circumstances of the 
islands which make up the West Indian group, ana 
which belong to Great Britain, pointing out what 


he considers to be defects in their condition and 
administration. The principal subjects of Mr. Sal- 
mon's adverse criticism, which is expressed with 
great clearness and moderation, are the system of 
taxation, the introduction of coolie labor, ana the 
working of the Encumbered Estates Court. With re- 
gard to the first polut, he recou.:mends that the 
duties on the imported food which is used by the 
bulk of the people should be removed altogether, 
and that the censequent deficiency in the rev- 
enue should be supplied by raising the tax on 
spirits, and imposing some slight rate upon real 
property. As to thé question of coolie labor, Mr. 
Salmon complains that the natives, who are quite 
competent and willing to work, are displaced by 
the wholesale importation of coolies, whose re- 
muneration is fixed by statute, and cannot get 
proper wages or make a decent livelihood. “If,” 
says Mr. Salmon, “the prosperity of a colony 
is to depend permanently and solely on a 
labor not of its own growth, and not 
permanently resident, besides the social 
evils incidental to the system, there is always 
the danger of the supply falling short, or being 
stopped altogether.” The operation of the West 
Indian Encumbered Estates Court, whieh was es- 
tablished by act of Parliament in 1854, is, in Mr. 
Salmon's opinion, exceedingly prejudielal to 
the prosperity of the colonies. It checks free 
trade inland, and by means of the ‘‘consignee’s 
lien,” which isa right inherent in every crediter 
over the property of the owner of a West Indian 
estate for the whole of his claims, tends to throw 
the onus of cultivation entirely into tne hands of 
the merchants tradine with the islands. Mr. Sal- 
mon maintains that the reasons for passing the 
act of 1854 have altogether ceased to exist, and 
urges that it should be repealed. His pamphbiet de- 
serves the attention of the Colonia! Offiee and of 


the public.

THE REV. MR. GRIFFITH'S DEATH.

A REMOVED AND REINSTATED COLORED MIN- 
I8TER SUDDENLY EXPIRES. 
From the Albany Haprees, July 23, 

The Rev. W. H. Griffith, Pastor of the Af. 
rican Methodist Episcopal Church, died suddenly 
at his residence, No. 8 South Knox-street, at 4 
o’clock yesterday afternoon. Mr. Griffith was Te- 
moved from the pastorate of the Sullivyan-Street 
(New-York) African Methodist Church on June 18 


and assigned to the’ pastorate of the churcn 
thiscity. The Rev, Mr. Derrick was given the 
sition from which he had been taken, and this led 
to difficulties and brought out certain assertions 
from Mr. Griffith that caused his suspension by 
Pishop Brow:.:, tre principal one being that his re- 
moval was brought about by a gift of $100 from 
Derriek to the Bishop. The matter was invest!- 
gated by a committee of five ciergymen, who met 
at the Sullivan-Street Church in New-Yurk on July 
16, and through the presentatior and reading of 
the following letter his suspension was revoked: 
New-York, WV. Y.. July 16, 1 
The Ren. J. M. Brown, D. D., LL. D.: Scum 
Rev. AND Dear Str: Owing to the report of the 
committee to whom the charges were referred 
against me by you for slander, which committee in 
its report find me guiity, I beg to state that! did 
say that Bishop Brown had taken a bribe of $100 
for the Sullivan-street charge, (the same having 
been told me,) and by which act of aiding in cireu- 
lating am guilty of slander, and regret that any 
utterance from me should have tolerated any suck 
thing by which you, Sir, or the church, or my suc- 
cessor, should in any way suffer. I therefore ask 
your acceptance of my retraction, believing, as I 
now do, that the whole was a malicious talsehood. 
Trusting that this apology may meet with your ac. 
ceptance and your episcop clemency granted 
me, I remain yours truly, W. H. GRIFFITH. 


Mr. Griffith returned to the elty Saturday after- 
noon, and yesterday complained of feeling un- 
well. He had been subject to attacks of heart dis- 
ease, and during his New-York visit was treated 
by physicians there, the excitement attendant on 
his church troubles augmenting the disorder and 
rendering him susceptible. Owing to his condition 
he failed to preaeh yesterday, and about 1 o’clock 
was stricken down. Dr, McKown administered to 
his complaint, but despite the physician's efforts 
he died at 4 o'clock. The reverend gentleman 
was 56 years of age, and was- born in New-Jersey. 
where he studied medicine and, graduating, re- 
ceived a physician's diploma. Disliking that pre- 
fession, he entered the ministry, and up to the 
hour of his death worked with his utmost en- 
deavors to elevate the colored people to social po- 
sitions. He leaves a wife and two ehildren in des- 
titute circumstances, to whom the hand of charity 
can be worthily bestowed.

COPYRIGHT AND COMPROMISE. 
From the London Times. 

Schemes for an international copyright be- 
tween the United States and Great Britain, to have 
& prospect of success, must, at all events for a 
commencement, be of the nature of a compromise, 
British publishérs and British authors as a body 
share common interests. Whatever may be the 


stock literary taunts and insinuations to the con- 
tert f the two classes gain and lose together. 
British publishers would rejoice to have the am- 
plest international copyright convention which 
could be drawn up. British and American authors 
obviously have the same wish. While a fair number 
of eminent American publishers would concur with 
the whole army of authors of both countries and 
with the publishers of this, a considerable portion 
of the American publishing trade dissents. It can 
at best be induced to agree toa partial concession 
of copyright. Its veto cannot passed over as 
the effort of a class after mere class interests, be- 
cause behind it is an apparent manifest public in- 
terest in the same direction. The mass of the 
American reading public believes it profits by 
the present system, or certainly can be made by 
the publishers who’ suppy it to believe thas 
it profits. It does not actually profit. Copy- 
right, ——- viewed, is for the benefit of read- 
ers as well as authors. If {it were not, authors 
could not trust in {ts permanenee even in their 
own country. Its title rests on the foundation 
of property and ay for services generally. 
To the reading public it is advantageous that 
authors should feel secure of a reasonable remu- 
neration for their labor and skill, as it is advan- 
tageous to suitors that counsel should receive 
fees. The abolition of national copyright would 
injure the public as much as writers; and perhaps 
more. When two nations speak one language and 
think like thoughts, as in Great Britain and the 
United States, they form for literary purposes one 
public. Almost ali which might be pleaded against 
the repeal of copyright statutes in each of the two 
countries could be advanced on behaif of the pub- 
lic interest in the establishment of an international 
copyright between them. This is the principle 
which American and English authors should keep 
before them in arguing with their respective na- 
tions. In time, without dissembling their own pri- 
vate interest in the result, they will convince their 
readers that readers as well as writers have a 
corresponding Interest. But the process may be 
somewhat lengthy, if this be the main engine npon 
which American authors are relying for their extor- 
tion of international copyright from their eountry- 
men and representatives without the co-operation 
of their publishers. Half a loaf is better than no 
bread; it would be expedient to accept what 
American publishers are willing to yield in the in- 
terval before appeals to pure reason and ultimate 
national advantage have won tkeir battle. To a 
Western planter or North-eastern lumberman 
or to his family, eager for books, and sparing of 
Collars, there is something extraordinarily seduc- 
tive in asystem which gives for a few snillings the 
entire range of British literature. A pe pee in- 
ternational eopyright convention would not really 
deprive himof anything which is good In the pres- 
ent liberty. Piratical publishers, however, can 
easily lead him to conclude that International sopy- 
right would work him that injury. English au- 
thors and publishersand American authors wil! be 
well advised if they recognize the power the less 
scrupulous grades of American publishers have at 
their command. They had better insist upon re- 
ta:ning the trade as anallvinthe struggle for inter- 
national copyright, thongh it have to be bribed by 
a limitation of the full benefits of copyright as the 
price of its assent.

AMBER, 
From the Builder, 

The commonest impure kinds of amber ars 
nsedto make varnish, and the demand for the 
more valuable kinds, which are employed for neck« 
laces, pipe mouth-pieces, and other purposes, is 
such as to make an amber mine a source of great 
wealth. The laraest European amber deposits are 
found on the Baltie shores of North-eastern Prus- 
sia. There abaut 80 tons & year are at present dug 
up, and the supply appears practically inexhaust- 
ible. Since the beginning of the century it is caleu- 
lated that over 1,600 tons have been preduced there, 
andif the production, as some contend, has been 
going on for 3,000 years, the total quantity pro- 
duoed in that perioa cannot, it is calculated, have 
been less than 60,000 tons. The amber is found in 
isolated pleces, varying from the smaliest beads up 
to blocks of many pounds in weight. The largest 
plece ever discovered weighs 1 ands, and is 
now in the Royal Mineral Cabinet in lin. Amber 
was mentioned by Homer, who speaks of it as oe 
esteemed of equal value with gold. It is the foss 
resin produced by upward of six kinds of conifer- 
ous trees in prehistoric times. Two of these trees, 
of which immense forests covered the regions pow 
producing amber, have been proved to nearly 
related to the << Weymouth pine asd the 
modern fir tree. While the wood of the trees 
rotted away the resin which exuded trom them 
has been preserved in the form of the fossil amber. 
The resin oozed out of the stem of the tree as well 
as outof the roots, and was deposited eventually 
in immense quantities in the soil. In some of thé 
pieces of the amber bits of the wood and bark of 
the trees are found imbedded, and througn this 
lucky accident have been preserved from decay. 
On examining this wood with the microseope, it is 
at once apparent that the trees were, as intimated 
above, closely related toour modern Contfera, but 
were not absolutely identical with any of the ex: 
isting species. ages ago the whole region now 
covered by the eastern part of the Baltic Sea wat 
covered with these ambe-preducing trees, The 
industry of amber-digging is one of very great im: 
portance for Prussia, and it is calculated that the 
amber district of that country still contains a quan 
tity which, at an average value of 5s, per pound, 
is worth no less than £250,000, 000.

There are many persons high in authority 
In the Federal departments at Washington 
who see nothing to admire in the principles 
or the practice of civil service reform. There 
is such a person—perhaps there are several 
such—in Secretary FoLGer’s department. 
The facts inthe case of the young woman 
swho was compelled, under threat of dis- 
charge, to antedate her resignation in order 
to make a vacancy before the new 
law came into effect for some person 
too ignorant to pass a competitive examina- 
tion are a proof of their presence. This is 
very petty and disgraceful business, but 
none too petty and disgraceful for the pat- 
ronage mongers. Of course, Secretary 
FouGer knew nothing about the case. It 
‘would be unsafe, however, to assume a simi- 
lar degree of ignorance on the part of Ap- 
pointment Clerk Borer. 


The pressure upon the telegraph com- 
panies from within and from without to 
yield to the demand of the operators grows 
daily harder to resist. The Western 
Union Company is losing $200,000 a 
day by the strike, and the public is 
rapidly losing patience with it. It is a good 
time for Mr. Jay Gounp to lay the blame 
on his wicked partners, rebuke them, and 
come out as the operators’ friend. 

The action taken by Postmaster-General 
GRESHAM seems to indicate that the Govern- 
ment intends to sue the members of the star 
route ring to recover the money fraudu- 
lently taken by them from the postal 
funds The fraudulent payments concern- 
ing which the department has _ evi- 
dence that can be used in court amount 
to more than $1,100,000, although the 
stealings of the ring greatly exceeded 
thatsum. The existence of this evidence, 
a great part of which had been collected 
nnder his direction, caused Postmaster-Gen- 
tral James to ask the Department of Justice, 
eighteen months ago, to use it in suing to 
recover. If it shall hereafter be used effect- 
ively, a large sum will be added to the 
1,500,000 that was saved by the honesty 
and courage of President GarrrieLp’s Post- 
master-General 


From a report of the State Board of 

Fealth committee on effluvium nuisances, 
just approved by the Governor, it appears 
that the Long Island Railroad along the line 
of Newtown Creek is cursed with stenches 
greatly exceeding in strength and pungency, 
if not innumber and variety, those discovered 
by CoLeRipGe in the city of Cologne. The 
emanations of cow stables, pig-sties, rotting 
manure heaps, yeast factories, bone-boiling, 
fat-rendering, fertilizer-making, and varnish 
manufacturing establishments, which are 
gathered in great number and variety near 
the railroad, are ‘‘ well defined and several’ 
in their character and overwhelming in 
their united power. The conclusion of the 
committee that these useful but odorous in- 
dustries should be carried on in a manner to 
destroy their own offensiveness or at a dis- 
tance from lines of traffic and the dwellings 
of civilized men is altogether sensible, but 
something more than a report, even though 
backed by the Governor’s approval, will be 
necessary to accomplish the object. Vigor- 
ous measures should be taken to abate this 
long-standing and constantly increasing 
nuisance. 


The facts in regard to the Governor's ap-

Gov, CLEVELAND surrendered his convictions 
of duty to the dictation of as sordid and un- 
scrupulous a ring as ever existed. Obvi- 
ously, reform with the Governor is a pale 
shadow of things hoped for and the sub- 
stauce of things a long while coming. 


The Government’s claim against Mr. 
Heerne, of Chicago, is a relic of the old 
whisky ring cases, Hestne having been 
bondsman for one or more of the members 
of the ring. The acceptance of his propo- 
sition for a compromise is opposed by one 
of his enemies, who asserts that he can 
prove that Hesrne has deceived the Govern- 
ment in a statement concerning his ability 
to pay. This enemy offers to buy the Gov- 
ernment’s claim, and pay for it a much 
larger sum than is offered by Hrsine in 
settlement. The Government is continually 
Josing money by making compromises with 
bondsmen who ought not to have been 
allowed to go on a bond, but it cannot 
afford to sell its judgments at auction to the 
highest bidder. If Mr. Hestne’s enemy 
can prove that Mr. Hesrne has deceived the 
Government the Treasury Department may 
properly take the proof under considera- 
tion, but it ought not to assist any one in 
satisfying a grudge, abd in the absence of 
such proof it must be guided by the reports 
of officers who have been directed to ascer- 
tain the facts. 


According to the July report of the Na- 
tional Millers’ Association the estimated 
falling off in the wheat crop as compared 
with 1882 will be only 10,760,700 bushels. 
The shortage indicaied by the. May report 
was 93,000,000 bushels. English reports 
say that the wheat acreage there is not more 
than 15 per cent. below the average. The 
English crop, however, may be half de- 
stroyed by wet weather during the harvest 


| next month, as it was two years ago, while 


our own fieids are now beyond all the usual 
perils. If the present promise of the Eng- 
lish crop is kept bread will be cheap in this 
country next Winter. 


Serious inroads have already been made 
upon the Police Pension Fund by members 
and ex-members of the force who have 
taken advantage of the Court of Appeals 
decision in the Ryan case to recover sums 
deducted from their salaries by the Commis- 
sioners during their absence on sick leave. 
The preliminary injunction granted yester- 
day by Judge Dononus restraining further 
payments of this kind is timely, for the 
number of retired officers and widows and 
orphans dependent upon the fund is so large 
that no demand of questionable legality 
should be allowed to pass uncontested. 


THE BROTHERHOOD OF TELEG- 
RAPHERS. 


There is an obvious and substantial in- 
justice in classing the Brotherhood of Teleg- 
raphers with those trades-unions which 
in times past have injured the general cause 
of labor by their violation of the rights of 
others. The difference between the broth- 
erhood and the trades-union of the obnox- 
ious kind is that the brotherhood has thus 
far shown the most absolute respect for the 
rights of all, their employers as well as the 
men and women who have taken the places 
left by the strikers. There has not been a 
single authenticated imstance of any un- 
lawful injury to the property of the 
companies, and it is not likely that 
there will beany. On the contrary, at the 
meeting of the telegraphers in this City yes- 
terday a message from the chief of the Ex- 
ecutive Committee was read, declaring that 
‘there should be no interference, no threats, 
and no violation of the law. The brother- 
hood will assist in the punishment of any 
one found cutting or injuring the telegraph 
wires.’’ While it is possible that some of 
the linemen might indulge in violence to the 
property of the companies, the brotherhood 
can and ought to restrain them, and there is 
every reason to be confident that it would 
do so. 

Now, a trade organization which conducts 
itself in this manner is clearly within the 
rights of its members. They have the same 
right, acting together, to withdraw their 
labor from the market until the demand 
shall be great enough to enable them to 
secure their own terms that a single indi- 
vidual has to do the same thing. They take 
their own risks; they leave the companies 
free to fill their places if they can; they 
will have to bear the loss if they fail; they 
are entitled to the gain if they win, and to 
use the means they are using to try to win. 
The right of association is as open to the 
employed as to the employers. It is practi- 
cally a natural right, and is limited only by 
the obligation not to infringe upon the 
rights of others. It is in the exercise 

of this right that laborers everywhere have 
made any progress whatever from a condition 
very much like servitude. With all its 
abuses, the right still exists, and when a body 
of intelligent men and women resort to it, 
with energy and firmness, but with observ- 
ance of order, respect for law, and fidelity 
to the rights of every one else, their action 
is entitled to cordial commendation, which, 
as a matter of fact, 1t undoubtedly receives. 
Those who condemn the perversion of trades- 
unions—their arbitrariness, their violence, 
their disregard of the rights of others—make 
a grave mistake in condemning the course 
of the brotherhood. They ought to see that 
the greatest possible service to the cause of 
order and justice is rendered in a strike con- 
ducted as this is. The principle of the 
trades-union can no more be destroyed in this 
country than can the right of peaceable as- 

sembly. The one thing to be desired is that 
the trades-union shall be fairly and honor- 
ably used, and to that end the Brotherhood 
of Telegraphers has most powerfully con- 
tributed. 

While the position of the brotherhood is 
thus impregnable in law and equity, it is 
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coatest in which it is engaged should be ad- 
justed. It is costly to the telegraphers and 
it is costly tothe public. So far as can now 
be ascertained, the main point in issue be- 
tween the companies and the telegraphers 
is the recognition of the brotherhood. Both 
the Western Union Company ard the Balti- 
more and Ohio Company are understood to 
have offered to grant to their employes as 
individuals the terms presented by the 
brotherhood’s Executive Committee, but 
neither company ie willing to deal with the 
brotherhood organization. It appears that 
under these circumstances a compromise 
ought to be possible. If the companies are 
ready to concede the terms of their em- 
ployes while disclaiming the require- 
ment that they must quit the brother- 
hood, the organization has accomplished 
its purpose, and would remain intact 
asan instrumentality for concerted action 
in the future if that should become neces- 
sary. On the other hand, if the Executive 
Committee of the brotherhood, in the exer- 
cise of the power delegated to it, should de- 
termine that the terms originally proposed 
through it are to be granted in good faith, 
and should advise their general acceptance, 
it would not be justifiable for the companies 
to require a dissolution of the organization, 
or, what amounts to the same thing, its 
abandonment by employes who should re- 
enter their service. It is in some such view 
of the case that a way out of the present 
dead-lock is to be found. The temperate 
conduct of the telegraphers under the most 
trying circumstances warrants the belief 
that they will not refuse an arrangement 
which does not interfere with their substan- 
tial rights. 


THE CHOLERA IN EGYPT. 


It is announced that the English Govern- 
ment will to-day dispatch to Egypt 12 doc- 
tors who are experts in cholera, and a tele- 
gram from Semla says that a doctor, with 
40 assistants, has been sent, evidently by 
Government also, from India to Egypt. 

These dispatches are significant and satis- 
factory in so far as they exhibit a sense on 
the part of the British Government that in 
taking possession of Egypt it has rendered 
itself responsible for something besides the 
enforcement of British ‘‘claims.”’ It has 
assumed the moral responsibilities to the 
world outside of its protectorate, and among 
the first of these is the responsibility of pre- 
venting the exportation of pestilence. There 
is probably very little that can be done 
in Egypt itself to arrest» the progress 
of the disease. It would have been 
unreasonable to hope that even the 
Christian example of Great Britain 
could, in the short time during which 
the Egyptians have had it before them, 
convert them from the ways which offer 
the most liberal hospitality to any pestilence 
that may enter the country, and which, in- 
deed, would suffice to explain any possible 
prevalence of filth diseases. We know 
enough of cholera to know that hygienic 
measures are much more effectual with it 
than therapeutic, or, to put it in English, 
that it is much more easily prevented 
than cured. It is a warning to set and 
keep our houses in order. It is very hard 
to enforce measures of prevention upon the 
Egyptians. Fatalistic beliefs and filthy 
habits alike offer a passive resistance to the 
enforcement of such measures. What can 
be done is to draw a strict cordon around 
the infected country. And in this case 
mankind have a right to look to the only 
real and responsible Government that exists 
in Egypt for the taking of measures effect- 
ual to localize the plague. 


Up to this time the British Government has 
taken no steps at all. The only official action 
that has been had is the issue by the Local 
Government Board of a list of reeommenda- 
tions analogous to those issued by the Board 
of Health in this City every Summer, In 
Paris the more effectual measure has been 
adopted of sending sanitary inspectors to 
all dwellings in what we would call the tene- 
ment-house quarter of the city, with specific 
instructions to the inmates what to do to 
lessen the danger of cholera. 


Although the returns from Cairo differ 
widely, they clearly show that the epi- 
demic is one of the most destructive in 
the history of the disease. -Four hundred 
and twenty-seven deaths in twenty-four 
hours of one malady in a city one-fourth 
the size of New-York is a record which 
ought to quicken the energies of the Gov- 
ernment of the country to measures much 
more heroic than the sending of a dozen 
doctors to the scene. And with the re- 
ports of the progress of pestilence in Egypt 
comes an intimation that it may become 
epidemic in British India in the form of 
an announcement that thirty-seven cases 
have occurred in Bombay. In fact, the 
condition of things in Egypt, at, least, 
amounts to a panic, us may be seen by the 
dispatch that, in addition to the outbreak of 
choiera, ‘‘ leprosy has appeared and is 
spreading rapidly.’’ This is a self-evident 
absurdity, for nothing is better known about 
leprosy than that it does not and can not 
‘* spread rapidly,”’ since its initial stage, in 
the language of one authority, ‘‘is reckoned 
rather by months or years than by days or 
weeks.’’ But if this panic and the fact 
that a case of cholera has appeared in the 
London docks induce the British Govern- 
ment to take effectual measures to restrict 
the disease in Egypt, in India, and at home, 
there will be no occasion to quarrel with it. 

Our own duty is plainly to exclude the 
disease at all hazards, which practically 
means at the hazard of causing some ob- 
struction to commerce. The State Depart- 
ment has already taken action, orders hav- 
ing been sent to our Consul-General at 
London to appoint inspectors to examine 
vessels clearing for our ports. It is many 
years, as Gen. SuHaLer’s tour of inspection 
on Sunday brought evidence in corrobora- 
tion of the observations of every New- 
Yorker to show, since this City has been at 
this season in as good a condition as now to 
resist the invasion of a pestilence. But the 
real defense of the City against pestilence 
is in the Lower Bay. A single imported 
case of cholera in the City will be an 
impeachment of the efficiency of the Health 
Officer, whose powers to protect the public 
are ample. The vigilance of the officers at 
Quarantine ought to be doubled by the si- 
multaneous threat of cholera from the East 
and of yellow fever from the South. The 
eminence of one of its victims, Gen. Orn, 
has drawn public attention to the annear. 


ance of yellow fever cn the Ctiy af Washtng- 
ton, and has given a timely warning to Dr. 
Sarre and his assistants. 


MONOPOLIZING G48-LIGHT: 


The establishment of a virtual monopoly 
in the supply of gas for the city of Brook- 
lyn, under the controlling influence of the 
Standard Oil Company, contains a lesson 
and a warning for other communities. The 
Fulton Municipal Company, whose stock is 
controlled by the great oil monopoly, bought 
up the smaller gas companies of Brooklyn 
and obtained the privilege of laying its 
mains to compete with the Brooklyn and 
Nassau Companies on a promise to bring 
down the price of gas. How much the 
promise was worth has been shown by the 
fact that in the field which it nad to itself 
the new company made no_ reduction. 
Where it laid competing mains it did put 
the price down, not for the purpose of fur- 
nishing the people with a cheaper light, but, 
as is shown by the sequel, for the purpose 
of forcing the old companies to terms. Hav- 
ing exercised its right to tear up the streets, 
including some of the finest thoroughfares 
in Brooklyn where sufficient appliances al- 
ready existed, it has made a bargain with 
the Brooklyn Company under which it ac- 
quires a large slice of the stock of this com- 
petitor, and contemplates putting the price 
back to $2 a thousand feet, where it was be- 
fore. The people thereby suffer a double 
outrage. The streets have been unneces- 
sarily disfigured and obstructed and the 
public confidence has been abused, while a 
new and more powerful gas monopoly has 
been fastened upon them. 


The actual cost of making gas by the pro- 
cess controlled by the Standard Oil Com- 
pany does not exceed 80 cents per thousand 
cubic feet. Making a liberal allowance 
for maintaining appliances and for inter- 
est on the cost of ‘‘plant,’’ 75 cents 
isa high limit for the expense of furnish- 
ing the product to the people, and at $1 a 
thousand feet there would bea profit of 88 
percent. The stock of the gas companies 
of Brooklyn has been recklessly watered 
and amounts in the aggregate to over 
$9,000,000, whereas it is stated on good au- 
thority that all the works could be dupli- 
cated for less than $4,000,000. On the 
quantity of gas manufactured last year the 
earnings of the companies at $2 a thousand 
feet, the price which is to be restored, 
would exceed two and a quarter million 
dollars. 


The Standard Oil Company, in the guise 
of the Fulton Municipal Gas Company, 
having bought up some of the weaker con- 
cerns snd made a pooling arrangement 
with the Brooklyn Company, part of whose 
stock it has also acquired, is likely to 
bring the Nassau Company to terms 
soon. Having established a practical 
monopoly, over which it will retain a con- 
trolling influence, there will be nothing to 
prevent it from fixing the price of gas at 
any figure which its greed may suggest or 
the people will endure. Even the old re- 
treat to petroleum oil will be cut off or 
made ineffective by the fact that the same 
monopoly has control of the oil market and 
will get the benefit of any increase in the 
sale of that product. The only hope of re- 
lief seems to be in the Edison electric lamp, 
if it can be perfected and furnished to house- 
holders at a cost not exceeding that of gas. 

The operations of the Standard Oil Com- 
pany in monopolizing gas-works has not 
been confined to Brooklyn. It has gone 
into many smaller cities and towns with its 
patent water-naphtha process and either 
bought out or crowded out the old gas-pro- 
ducing concerns, and in some cases has de- 
juded the public authorities with its prom- 
ises of cheap light into giving it the field. 
Once established, it becomes the dictator of 
the cost of illumination. The public every- 
where should be warned against its insidious 
operations, and above all the people should 
learn, when they afford privileges for 
competition between gas companies, that 
they must 'grant them under conditions 
which will secure actual and permanent 
competition. They must remember that in 
order to do this they will have to get up 
early and keep wide awake, for among the 
things which great monopolies are wont to 
buy up are the local authorities which are 
intrusted with the direction of the peo- 
ple’s interests. 


SURVEYS IN THE STATES. 


The work to be done by the United States 
Geological Survey in the current fiscal year 
has been laid out by Director Pows x1, and 
the plan has been approved by the Secretary 
of the Interior. Those who have so vigor- 
ously opposed the extension of this survey 
from the Territories and public lands into 
the States have been beaten, although such 
an extension has not been directly and ex- 
plicitly authorized by law. The last sundry 
civil appropriation act provides that the 
money appropriated for the Geological Sur- 
vey shall be expended, not only for work in 
the Territories, but also in continuing ‘‘the 
preparation of a geological map of the Unit- 
ed States.’”” Such a map can be made, of 
course, only as the result of an examination 
of the geological structure and mineral re- 
sources of the whole country, and it was 
shown in Congress last Winter that the offi- 
cers in charge of the survey found authority 
for State work for the first time in the sun- 
dry civil act for the year just ended, which 
also contained the words above quoted. 
The plan of work prepared for this year by 
the Director includes an examination of the 
geological’ structure and mineral resources 
of parts of Alabama, Mississippi, Virginia, 
West Virginia, Minnesota, Michigan, Mis- 
souri, California, and Colorado. 

While those who direct the survey may 
find sufficient authority for State work in 
the apparently unimportant words concern- 
ing a geological map, itis true that open 
propositions to extend the survey into the 
States have been strongly and successfully 
opposed in Congress. When the Dill in 
which these words first appeared was in 
committee, an open proposition of that kind 
was defeated. The Chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Appropriations in the House, Mr. 
Hiscock, of this State, fought in vain last 
Winter to prevent the re-enactment of a 
provision under which the extension could 
be made, and was supported by Mr. Biack- 
BuRN, of Kentucky, but those who repre- 
sented States containing unexamined min- 
eral deposits could not be overcome. 

No one deuies that authority for making 


geological surveys in the Territories and in 
the area that is still owned by the Govern- 
ment can be constitutionally given. Noone 
opposes the progress of surveys on the pub- 
lic domain. But why should those persons 
who have already been taxed to pay for 
geological surveys made in their own States 
by State authority be forced to pay a part 
of the cost of similar surveys in other States 
the inhabitants of which are unwilling to do 
the work themselves? This is one of the 
questions asked by those who desired to 
confine the Federal survey to the Territo- 
ries and public lands. There are States in 
which elaborate and costly geological sur- 
veys have been made. Thecitizens of these 
States have paid for these surveys. Is it 
fair to ask them to pay for work of the same 
kind in Alabama and West Virginia? 

Again, why should the general Govern- 
ment expend money in revealing the mineral 
wealth hidden in private property? It may 
very properly uncover the riches which have 
been concealed beneath the surface of its 
own land—the land that is the common 
property of the Nation—but why should it 
spend the money yielded by national taxa- 
tion in mapping out the coal and iron of 
West Virginia for the direct benefit of corpo- 
rations, speculators, and others who own the 
land? That is work for the private owners 
themselves, and they will do it if they fail to 
induce the Government to do it for them. 
There are other questions concerning the 
cost of the proposed work and the existence 
of any constitutional warrant for using Fed- 
eral money in the development of private 
property. The appropriation for this year 
is $804,700, but much larger sums will be 
required if the Government is to make a 
complete geological survey of the States. It 
is not probable, however, that the cost of the 
work will equal Mr. BLackBurRn’s estimate, 
which was $50,000,000. 


The work which the officers of the sur- 
vey have begun in the States will undoubt- 
edly be carried on from year to year, for 
Congress cannot now be expected to inter- 
fere with it. It is unfortunate, however, 
that authority for it was secured by what 
has been regarded as a trick of legislation. 
It would have been better to postpone the 
State work until it could be done under an 
open, direct, and unmistakable provision of 
law. 


POLITIOAL DUELS. 


Now that Mr. Exam is in the way to 
health and to fortune, as the Mahone candi- 
date for Governor of Virginia, his success 
has stimulated two other ambitious Virgin- 
ians to try the chances of war, or at least to 
talk about trying them. One of them is Mr. 
WIse, at present a member of Congress 
from Virginia, and the other is Dr. Wxear, 
hitherto known to general fame only as 
one of Mr. Exam’s seconds. It is not 
very clear what they are going to 
fight about, though it is alleged that 
Wise ‘‘is accused of aiding Berrne to pro- 
cure EvAm’s arrest.”” Mr. Wisk is a mem- 
ber of Congress already and it is extremely 
shabby of him to seek promotion by wing- 
ing Readjusters. Mr. Berrne has the first 
mortgage upon the Funder nomination to 
the Governorship, if it is to be secured by 
that method. Dr. WHEatT may be excus- 
able as a novice who desires to bring him- 
self into public notice and to enter upon a 
political career under favorable auspices. 
But Dr. WHeat seems to be averse to the 
duel and is accused of going so far asto say 
that ‘‘ he can prevent it,’”’ which he clearly 
can by the simple device of abstaining from 
challenging Wise or of declining to accept 
Wise’s challenge. 


There would be something to be said, no 
doubt, in favor of dueling, if it could only 
be confined to aspiring politicians. Suppose, 
for example, that all candidates for the 
New-York Assembly and for the Board of 
Aldermen were compelled by public opin- 
ion to fight duels with each other, the win- 
ner to take the office. In this City every 
candidate would thus have to fight two 
duels, unless he succumbed to the first, 
and a successful candidate would , thus 
represent two politicians removed from 
the scene of their labors. Whether his 
election diminished the working force of 
the Tammany and County Democracy ma- 
chines or of the Tammany and Republican 
machines or of the County Democracy and 
Republican machines would make little dif- 
ference to the tax-paying public, in the face 
of the rapid reduction of tax-eaters which 
the adoption of sucha system would secure. 
But in-order to reap the full results 
of the system it would be _ neces- 
sary to insist that every duel should 
be prosecuted to a fatal termination, 
and this would probably be impracticable. 
It is the same difficulty which arises with 
prize-fighting. If prize-fighters would only 
pommel each other to death there would be 
no occasion for any legal measures. But 
this is precisely what they will not do. And 
we should encounter the same difficulty if 
we endeavored to introduce the duello 
among local politicians, let alono the ab- 
surdity of the idea that that kind of ‘‘ honor”’ 
which is proverbially said to prevail among 
New- York local politicians would incite its 
possessor to take up arms in its defense. 

Upon the whole, it seems that we had 
better rely for the reduction of the volume 
of politicians to.the wants of business upon 
a better administration of criminal justice, 
and we may recommend the same remedy 
to our fellow-sufferers in Virginia. 





WHOSE BOOM? 
« During the lull before the tempestuous 
scramble for Presidential nominations, many 
convocations of political schemers are report- 
ed. Senator Bayarp, Gov. CLEVELAND, 
ex-Lieut.-Gov. DorsHErmer, and Mr. Wit- 
LIAM HunTER are the guests of Mr. W. R. 
Travers, at Newport. It is reasonable to 
believe that over Mr. TRAVERS’s walnuts 
and Madeira the next Democratic National 
Convention, its probabilities and its possibil- 
ities, will be discussed with much pon- 
derous wisdom. This party of states- 
men is also prepared to brave the 
dangers of the deep on board Mr. Trav- 
ERs’s yacht, the Resolute, where plans and 
stratagems may be discussed withoutdanger 
of being overheard save by the unheeding 
and non-political ears of the tarry sons of 
Neptune. Should Mr. Avcust BeLMont 
also be of the party, there will be a decided 
majority in favor of Senator Bayarp, as his 
sympathies, as well as those of Messrs. 
Travers and Hontenr. are decidedly. with 


the Delaware Senator. Nominating a Presi 
dential candidate on board a yacht isa some- 
what novel (not to say naval) mode of start- 
ing the canvass. But, as Jonn Hay has 
said, ‘‘They may Resolute till the cows 
come home.’’ What then? 

But what does CLEVELAND at New- 
port, if this be a Bayard boom? Bet- 
MONT, TRAVERS, and HUNTER fairly repre- 
sent Democratic Wall-street, and this wing 
of the party has always favored Bay- 
ARD. And what does the elegant Dors- 
HEIMER in this company? OLEVELAND, it 
is understood, has now but one ambition. 
He would be Senator from New-York. 
Therefore, he may be willing to throw his 
influence for Bayarp, provided he can 
secure a lien on the next Senatorship 
which the Democrats may have to 
fill. But Dorsnemer? There are many 
people who think that the ex-Lieu- 
tenant-Governor would make a good 
candidate for the Presidency. He has been 
mentioned as a possible solution of the Dem- 
ocratic puzzle of the next Speakership. If 
there were any precedent for making a new 
member Speaker of the House, DorsHEIMER 
might walk into the Democratic caucus and 
carry off the nomination, while RanDALL, 
Biacksurn, Cox, CARrIsLE, and the rest 
stood by with their mouths wide open. But, 
as the ex-Lieutenant-Governor may be the 
compromise candidate for the Speaker- 
ship, or the Presidential nomination, he 
should not go fooling around in Mr. Trav- 
ERs’s yacht, or in Mr. TRavers’s Newport 
cottage, with so crafty a man as Mr. Bayarp 
or with so cool a hand as Gov. CLEVELAND. 

Let somebody carry the news to Grey- 
stone how these plotters, tossed about on the 
yeasty waves of the Atlantic, or secluded in 
a Newport cottage, are settling the affairs of 
the Democratic Party. The Sage, regard- 
ing these proceedings with his sinister 
weather eye, may well be uneasy. He is 
dreadfully afraid that popular pressure may 
be brought upon him. Pending this great 
movement of the people, how can the 
Sage be prepared to refuse the nomination, 
(as he refused to be sworn in as President of 
the United States,) if Bavarp, CLEVELAND, 
DorsHeEetueErR, and the varied business inter- 
ests of the country nominate one of their 
number at Newport? Fortunately for Mr. 
TiLpEN, and fortunately for the party of 
immoral ideas, a yacht party, or even a din- 
ner party, is nos wholly conclusive of the 
matter. There are other things, other peo- 
ple, to be consulted and regarded in making 
up a national ticket. Mr. TRaveEns’s con- 
vention will separate with the profound 
conviction that ‘‘everything’” is fixed. 
Anon will come a few Tilden emissaries, 
and the work of a Summer holiday is 


spoiled.

Cardinal McCasg, in telling his clergy 
that whoever disobeyed the Pope’s circular 
was guilty of heresy, has been stretching 
the doctrine of infallibility about as far as 
it will go. The circular in question had 
not been issued many days before an inter- 
view was printed which, to the secular 
mind, indicated a change of the infallible 
mind on the subject of Irish politics. In 
fact, 1tseems clear that his Holiness had 
‘*crawfished.’’ It will be hard upon those 
who accept the revised edition of the circular 
to be the inspired version to be subjected to 
the pains and penalties of heresy. If the 
Pope does not know his own infallible mind, 
what can be expected of a lay Home Ruler? 
There ought to be some way of indicating 
which of the Pontifical remarks are really 
infallible and which are what the lawyers 
call obiter dicta.

At any rate, pet animals are continually being 
taken into custody within the immediate neigh- 
borhood of their owners’ homes, and in some cases 
in spite of the protests of eye-witnesses of the 
seizure. But when the dog-catcher combines pri- 
vate speculation with public business and takes 
possession of a valuable dog, which is afterward 
“found,” not at the pound but ina drinking sa- 
loon, asin the case brought to the attention of 
Mayor Epson yesterday, he becomes something 
more than a nuisance. The investigation of the 
charges against this particular protector of the 
public against the terrible scourge of hydrophobia 
will probably result in the revoking of his license. 
It may be, however, that he has already accumu- 
lated a sufficient sum to enable him to pass the 
Winter months in the luxurious manner habitual 
with dog-catchers off duty. As a matter of fact 
the system now in vogue of ridding the City of 
auperfinous curs during the Summer is altogether 
unsatisfactory. The prowlingsmall boy is often as 
reprehensible as the professional dog-catcher him- 
self, and the sum paid at the pound for each dog 
delivered there is little better than a premium on 
dishonesty.

According to the Toronto Mail, the visit of 
the two Canadian lacrosse teams to Great Britain 
has been made use of by the Dominion Govern- 
ment forthe purpose of developing immigration 
to Canada.

The Crown Prince of Austria will become 
the father of a child in the second fortnight of 
August, and this happy event will be celebrated 
with the same ceremonial asthat observed at the 
birth of their Majesties’ offspring. In Vienna, 
Pesth, and ail provincial towns where guns and 
artillerymen are available, 101 rounds are to be 
fired—that is to say if the child happens to bea 
boy. If the child is a girl 21 rounds will be fired. 
The baptism will take place three weeks after the 
Imperial infant’s birth. 


It is pointed out that the result of the chess 
tournament was largely a triumph for Jewish 
chess-players. Out of 14 engaged in the chief tour- 
nament not fewer than 6 were Jews. The first, the 
second, and the fifth prize were carried off by 
Jews. Another Jew obtained the prize allotted to 
the competitor who made the best score against 
the prize-winners. From the times of the Talmud 
Jews have been pre-eminent at games similar to 
chess, while in modern times Jews have counted 
among themselves several of the best players for 
several generations. 


While the Strada Chiaia, in Naples, was 
crowded recently, one of the flower-sellers, a very 
young fellow, annoyed some gentlemen by per- 
sistently running after their carriage. At their re- 
quest a policeman interfered. The flower-seller 
then turned furiously upon the policeman and 
stabbed him. In spite of his sufferings the police- 
man managed to throttle his assailant and to drag 
him to the police office, not far off. Upon reach- 
ing this place, however, the policeman began to 
vomit blood, and was immediately removed to @ 
hospital. There he died. 

A body of artists have presented a memo- 
rial to Mr. Gladstone in which they protest against 
the treatment shown to the Wellington Monument. 
They declare that this incomplete monument 
stands on a site for which it was not intended, ana 
where it is impossible to study its merits or even to 
see the whole of the design. In the opinion of the 
memorialists, justice to the merits of a noble work 
of art and to the memory of the great Wellington 
requires that the monument should be completed 
according to the intention of the artist, and that 
it should be removed to its prover site. 

The leading representatives of the shipping 
and mercantile interest inthe English House of 
Commons are dissatisfied with the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer’s statement yesterday as to the 
heads of the proposed provisional agreement with 
the company of M. de Lesseps, apropos of asec- 
ond Suez Canal. They complain that the rate of 
interest upon the additional £8,000,000 is excessive

These  stockhold- 
ers are endeavoring to get contro! in or 
fer to make the road a competing line 


from Morehead te Goldsboro in opposition to the 
Wilmington and Weldon and the North Carolina 
Roads. It is also a partof the scheme of the Euast- 
ern Construction Company to lease that part of 
the North Carolina Road running from Raleich to 
Goldsboro, in order to bave a line; from Morehead 
to Raleigh. If the road from Raleign to Golds- 
Doro cannot be leased, then the road from Golds- 
boro to Smithfield, 22 miles, built by W. J. Best, 
will be used. and the line between Smithfield and 
eigh will be built and connection with More- 
won ob the ocean made by that route. But iff 
the road trom Raleigh to Goldsboro can be 
leased, then it is proposed by the Eastern Con- 
Btruction Company to tear up the Goldsboro and 
Smithfield Road and build from Seima on the North 
Carolina Road to Smithfield, and then on west to 
Fayetteville or Sandfora, in order to make connec- 
tion with the Cape Fear ani Yadkin Valley Road.

CIGAR-MAKERS AND CLOAK-MAKERS. STILL 


HOLDING OUT. 

The lock-out of the cigar-makers still con- 
tinues, and the confererce between the Progree- 
sive Union's committee ana the manufacturers 
yesterday did not produce any result. Mr. McCoy 
said that the union committee had on Saturday 
last made some propositiou: to the manufacturers, 
These the manafacturers embodied in a set of 
resolutions which were yesterday morning sub- 
mitted to the members of the union committee, 
who were requesied to sign their names to them, 


The resolution stated that whereas a committee 
from the workmen of Messrs. Ottenbverg & Broth- 
ers, accompanied by the officers of their union, 
Messrs. Woytisek and Haller, apneared before the 
Investigating Committee of the Manufacturers’ 
Association and maintained that the lock-out de- 
creed and enforesd by the association wa~ equiv- 
alent toa discharge of all the banas, and therefore 
declared the strike at Ottenberg’s factory as end- 
ed: and whereas the officers of the Progressive 
Union had promised that they woald sufmit 
all futare grievances to the Manufacturers’ Asso- 
ciation for mutual consultation be! ore sanctioning 
a strike in any factory of any of the members of 
the agsoviation; and whereas, tbe officers of the 
Progressive Union, Messrs, Woytisek and Haller, 
further admitted that their union aid not 
a.d would not object to the employment 
of any other working men who did not 
belong to the Progressive Union, the 
M: nufacturers’ Association regarded these 
statements and admissions as a withdrawal of all 
the demands of the union, and deciared the lock- 
out to be ended, and would resume wor in their 
respective factories on Tuesday, July 24. Mevars, 
Woytisek and Haller objected to the clause which 
stated that the union would withdraw ai! the de- 
mands thatit had made. The conference there- 
apon adjourned, and avother wil! probably be held 
to-day. 

Mr MeCoy further saia that the reports that the 
manufacturers would find places for the 24 objee- 
tionable International workmen of Ottenberg’s 
shop. and thus enable the Progressive Union men 
ot that factory to return to work without 
comprom'‘sing their dignity, was not true. 
The manufacturers would not recede from 
the stayd they had oricinally taken, that 
they would keep their factories closed until 
the men returned to work without dictatl g to the 
bosses whom they should and should not employ. 
The Executive Committee of the Progressive 
Union was in secret sossion all day ana 
evening, and decided that the members 
of the union who belonged to  Oiten- 
bere’s factory should not return to work until 
the International Union men were discharged. 
The committee turther said that it had not pro- 
posed to the mauufacturers the conditions tbat 
were contained in the resolutions. To-day the 
committee will send its ultimatum’ to 
the manufacturers. A deputation from 
the Cigar-makers’ International Union called 
at the Belvedere Hotel during the day 
and said to the Manufacturers’ Association 
that they were not to blame for the present lock- 
out, and wanted to justify themselves before the 
bos es. The employers replied tbat, as they bad 
not had any dealings with that union, there was no 
need of having auy. 

The cloak and dress makers’ strike still con- 
tinues. Several of the manutacturers said that 
when their. employes showed dissatisfaction with 
the rates of wages they were paying them they told 
the men to state what advance they wanted 
and that they would grant any reason- 
able request. The piece workmen at Messis. 
Schuriz & Bilath’s, it was said, made 
$15 per week, and during the tusy season, $20. 
Tse workmen i: Jonasson and Meyer's factory, it 
was said, demanded an advance of 3 per cent., 
which the firm could not grant. So the men 
struck. In other shops the men were asked 
to make -.out price-lists, but they did 
not do s, and struck at the order 
of their union. At the factory of Friedlander 
& Rasper it was said that 120 women had gone 
back to work yesterday morning. Mr. Friedlander 
intends to calla meeting of manufacturers, and a 
committee of the strikers will be called to attend 
it. The strikers’ union. which is said to be 1,000 
strong, is stili determined tohold out. The tailor 
contractors, who on Saturday last sent a com- 
mittee to the strikers and promised to 
stand by them, held a meeting lust evening at No. 
56 Orchard street, and organized a union of their 
own. Instead of keeping their promises, which 
they were said to have made, they passed a resolu- 
tion not to allow their hands to return to work un- 
less they agreed to work 11 hours a day. A dele- 
gation from their men was ina tendanve and de- 
minded $15 per week and only 10 hours’ wo.k per 
day. The contractors would not agree as to the 
time, and an adjournment was taken. The con- 
tractors and their men will have another confer-

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EIGHT Mi:N KILLED. 


A TERR'IGLE ACCIDz NYT AT A BLAST FOR- 
NACE NEAR GEDDES, WN, Y. 
SyraccseE, N. Y., July <3.—A terrible acci- 


| dent occurred to-day at the Ooondaga Iron Com- 


pany’s blast furnece, about half a mile west of the 


| village of Geddes. For several weeks the blast 


furnace has been unused, it having been out of re- 
Men have been engaged for several dayr in 
removing the fire bricks of the arch, leaving only 
the outer course standing. At 8:35 o’clock this 
afternoon a gang of eight men were lining the in- 
side of the blust furnace. The furnace is 16 feet in 
diameter and 60 feet hgh. The men were relay- 


ing the bricks on the lower part of the iron cage, 
avadasmall scaffold was laid across the furnace 
8 teet from the ground. Without warning, the 
lining of the upper part suddenly gave way and 60 
tons of brick fell upon the men. An alarm was at 
once given and the workmen at the mill set to 
wi rk with a will to remove the victims. In less 
than an hour the bodies of the eizht men were 
tuken from the ruins. 

The scene about the mill beggars description. 
Several hundred persons were at the spot. Sons 
daughters, and wives of the dexd men were frantic 
as the bodies were taken from the ruins. Business 
was almost entirely suspended in the village, 
and the place iooked as if struck by a panic. 
Vhiie the men were busy throwing out the 
débris they were frequently importuned by 
their friends to leave the place, as they were in 
dinger every minute. They paid no heed, but 
worked on witha wiil, More bricks were liable 
to tallatany moment. The fall of one brick from 
such a height wou'd killa man outright. The bricks 
sre fire-proof, and are about 15 inches long, and 
6 inches square at theend. They weigh from 30 
Lo 4U pounds each. The excitement among the em- 
ployes and outside laboring men was intense. 
Loud and open threats of violence were heard. 
One excited man was beasi to volunteer to shoot 
Manager Greer and the general foreman, who were 
both present. The impression prevailed among 
these men that they were criminally negligent in 
atowing the workmen to go into the furnace to 
work in the condition in which it was. 

The following is a li-t of the victims of the terri- 
ble accident, allof whom, except John Barry, were 
killed outright: Joseph Dawson, the head mason, 
leaves a widow and 10 children; John Fogerty, the 
support of an aged and widowed mother; he was 
aout 28 years of age; Michael Carroll, who leaves 
2 children; Anthony Lyden, who leaves 1 child: 
Frank Hefty, a German, who was married and had 
a family; John Wendell, who leaves a family; 
David Reagan, who Jeaves an invalid widow and a 
family; John Barry, who leaves a widow. 

It was fully five minutes after the collapse be- 
fore the dust cleared away so that the wreck could 
be seen. The force of the falling bricks was so 
great that they were forced out of the openings in 
the furnace and crowded several feet out into the 
space about it. Coroner Knapp was soon at the 
scene and as the bodies were brought out had 
them carefully placed in wagons and sent to the 
morgue. The most searching investigation will be 
made. especially as the employes charge gross 
carelessness on the part of those !n charge. On 
the otner hand, the manager declares that the men 


bad been warned of the danger.

IS MkS. NELSON INSANE?

A SINGULAR CASE THAT I8 PUZZLING THE 


GOOD PEOPLE OF POUGHKEEPSIE. 


POUGHKEEPSIE, July 23.—The case of Mar- 
garet J. Nelson, which was before Judge Barnard 
to-day on habeas corpus proceedings, instituted to 
secure her release from the Hudson River State 
Hospital, where she is confinea as an insane pa- 
tient, is oreating a good deal of interest 
here. Mrs. Nelson gave signs of failing 
health and weakness of mind early last 
May. Two years ago she had her grave dug and 
linea with marble, and last Spring she began to 
show what were regarded as evident signs of in- 


sanity. Finally, last month, her son, after be- 
coming convinced that she was not capable of 
taking care of her property. had a commission 
appointed which deciarea her insane, and she 
was sent to the hospital at her own request. 
Subsequently one of her tenants—Charles F. Mc- 
Gregor, who insisted that Mrs. Nelson was sane 
and was the victim of a conspiracy—secured a 
writ of habeas corpus from the Supreme Court 
returnable to-day. On Friday last, however, Mrs. 
Nelson wrote the following letter to Judge Bar- 
nard, which the Judge presented in opea court 
to-day: 
JULY 20. 

Judge PFarnard: 

I solicited Mr, McGregor to make application for my 
release from the hospital, and I regret exceedingly 
that I aid so. I beg of your Honor to release him from 
the court as Iam whol-y to biame. He was deceived 
in my case a8 well as myself. I beg of him to solicita 
settlement with the court, and not let it come toa 
trial on account of his business. He is a young man 
that is very active, and it is hard to affect his business, 
I heg of you, Judge, not to injure a ISee man, 
Yours, M. J. NELSON, 

Please withdraw the suit. 

Judge Barnard said that after receiving the 
above he had no right to call Mrs. Nelson to court 
uniess an affidavit was made that she was secreted. 
If she was sane she had a perfect right to remain 
ja the hospital as long as she liked. As she said 
that she was sane aid asked for the withdrawal of 
the writ, the court had no alternative but to 
grant her petition. Judge Barnard therefore en- 
tered an orderto that effect, and Mrs. Nelson is 
stillin the hospital. There is much bitter feeling 
over the case here. The relatives of Mrs. Ne!son 
are wondering why McGregor should take so 
deep an interest in the lady's welfare, and the 
friends of McGregor charge serious things against 
Mrs. Nelson's relatives. It is reported that one or 
more suits for slander will grow out of the case.

HIS DEATH HOURLY EXPECTED-—-A SKETCH 


OF HIS CAREER. 


BALTIMORE, July 23.—The Hon. Thomas 
Swann {s dying at his residence near Leesburg, 
Va., and a late report to-night says he can 
live only a few hours. Mr. Swann was 
born in Alexandria, Va., about the  begin- 
ning of this century. He was educated at the 
University of Virginia, and soon after graduation 
was sent abroad by President Jackson as Secre- 
tary of the United States Commission two 
Naples. In 1834 he came to. Baltimore, 
went into the practice of law, and im- 
mediately became a prominent figure in politics. 
He was made a Director of the Baltimore and 
Onbio Railroad in 1845, and two years afterward 


wos elected its President. He remained in ,this 
position until the completion of the road to the 
Obio River in 1853, and did mnch to pnt it 
ona solid financial standing. Mr. Swann was 
elected Mayor of Baltimore by the Know-Notbing 
Party in 1856, and again in 1858. Baltimore at this 
time was in tne hands of a mob and no one 
but Know-Nothings were allowed to vote. Mr. 
Swann did more for Baltimore than any other 
one man. He gave her a _ police system, 
tire-alarm system, and carried out bundreds 
of other public improvements. He wasa Union 
man during the war. and in 1864 he was made 
Acting Governor of Maryland by the Union party. 
He was afterward elected to the United States 
Senate by the Republicans, but refused to give 
up the Gubernatorial chair. He then became a 
Democrat, and turned the State over to that 
party, and he afterward was elected by 
that party to Congress in 1868, and, remained 
until 1876. Sinee that time Mr. Swann has lived 
uietly either in Washington, Leesburg, or at his 

ifth-avenue residence in New-York. He was 
twice married, his first wife being Miss Sheriock, 
daughter of an English gentieman. About four years 
ago he married Mrs. Edgar Thompson, of Prince- 
ton. N. J. The disparity of their ages made the 
marriage an unhappy one, and they did not live 
together long.

GEN. EDWARD OTHO CRESAP ORD. 

Gen. Edward Otho Cresap Ord, who took 
Ppassuge on the steamer City of Washington at 
Vera Cruz, bound for this port, and was attacked 
with yellow fever and put ashore at Havana, died 
in that city on Sunday evening. Gen. Ord had 
been on the retired list of the army since January, 
1881, but previous to that time he had passed 42 
years of his life in the service, and had made for 
himself a reputation for bravery and capacity as 
an officer which placed him in the front rank 
among his fellow-soldiers. He was in his sixty- 
fifth year, having been born in Cumberland, Md., 
Oct. 19, 1818. He was appointed to the West Point 
Military Academy from the District of Columbia in 
1835, and was graduated in the Class of ‘89. His 
father was James Ord, an officer in the United 
States Army during the war of 181%. Young 
Ord was appointed Second Lieutenant and 


attached to the Third Artillery. His first 
active service was seen in the Seminole war in 
Florida. and he snowed great bravery in fighting 
the murderous Indians from 1889 to 1842, being re- 
warded for his gallant conduct in many skirmishes 
in the Everglades by a promotion, in 1841, to the 
rank of First Lieutenant. four years were then 
passed in warrison dury on the Eastern sea-buard, 
until 1847, when, onthe breaking out of the war 
with Mexico, Lieut. Ord was sent around Cape 
Horn to California in the ehip of war Lexington, 
and went into garrison at Monterey, which was 
then the most desiratie post in California. He 
rendered good service during the Mexican war, 
and at its close contributed to the preservation ef 
order by the arrest and summary execution of a 
number of desperadoes who had taken advantage 
of the unsettled state of the country to commit the 
most shocking murders. Lieut. Ord gave these 
men a fair trial by jury, acting himself as prosecu- 
tor, but when they had been found guilty he 
showed them no mercy, and his prompt and de- 
clsive action had a wonderful effect for good on 
the social character of California, 

From the close of the Mexican war to the break- 
ing out of hostilities between the North and South, 
in 1861, Gen.Ord served in garrison and frontier du- 
ty in both the East and extreme West, most of his 
tulme, however, being passed in service in California, 
In 1850 he was promoted to be Captain. He was en- 
gaged inthe T'akima expedition in 1855. and the 
Rogue River expedition in 1856, commanding in the 
action of Markanootuy Village, Oregon, on March 
26. In 1858 he participated in the Spokane exped! 
tion, being engaged in the battleof the Four 
Lakes, Sept. 1; the battle of Spokane Plain, Sept. 5, 
and the skirmish of Spohane River, Sept. 
8 In the following year Capt. Ord was 
sent on the expedition to iveee’s Ferry 
to suppress, the raid of John Brown, and that 
service being completed, he went Into garrison 
at Fortress Monroe, From here he was transferred 
to Fort Vancouver, Washington Territory, and 
here he was stationed when the great war of the 
rebellion broke out. His services in the war 
against the Indians on the Pacific slope had proved 
of great value, espocialiy in the Spokane expedi- 
tion, which effectually broke the power of the 
Northern Indians in Washington Territory. On 
Sept. 14, 1861, he was commissioned Brigadier-Gen- 
eral of Volunteers, and placed In command of a 
brigade of the Army of the Potomac, forming its 
extreme right before Washington. He held this 
command from November until May, 1862. He was 
in command of the troops engaged in the action of 
Dranesville, Va.. on Dec. 20, defeating the rebel 
troops under Gen. Stuart, and for his galiant ser- 
vices on this occasion he was made Brevet Lienu- 
tenant-Colonel of the Army. He wax promoted to 
the rank of Major-General of Volunteers on 
May 2, 1862, and given a division in the De- 
partment of the Rappahannock. From June 
to August Gen. Ord commanded at Corinta, Miss., 
and he was then eugaged in Gen. Grant's opera- 
tions in Mississippi, commanding the left wing of 
the army, and being engaged in the battle of Tuka 
on Sept. 19. Forhis bravery on this occasion he 
was made Brevet Colonel. From September to 
October Gen. Ord was in command of the District 
of Jackson, Tenn., and was engaged in the battle 
of Hatchie on Oct. 5. In this engagement he 
Was 80 severely wounded that he was 
obligea to ask for a sick leave of absence, 
which was granted. He was back to 
his post again, however. in less than two months, 
and served on the military commission to investi- 
gate Gen. Buell’s Kentucky and Tennessee cam- 
paign. On the conclusion of this work Gen. Ord 
was placed in command of West Point, Va., and 
trom June 18to Oct. 28, 1863, he commanded the 
Thirteenth Army Corps, being engaged during this 
time in the siege of Vicksburg, from June 18 to 
the city’s fall on July 4. 

Gen. Ord took part in the operations against the 
relieving forces of the rebels which resulted in the 
capture of Jackson, Miss., on July 16, 1863, and 
atter that event he was transferred to the Army of 
Western Louisiana. From Jan. 8 to Feb, 20, 1864, 
he commanded the Thirteenth Army Corps in the 
Department of the Guif, and from July 11 to 21, 
the Eighth Army Corps, and all the troops in the 
Middle Department. He then assumed the com- 
mand ofthe Eighteenth Army Corps. and took 
a — . part in the operations before 
Richmond, being wounded in the assault and 
capture of Fort Harrison, on Sept. 20. Upon 
recovering from his wound he was placed 
in command of the Department of Virginia 
and North Carolina, Jan. 8 1865, and was 
engaged in the various operations of the siege 
of Petersburg and the pursuit of the rebel army 
which terminated in the surrender of Gen. Lee at 
Appomatox Court-house on April9. For his ser- 
vices at the battle of Hatchie he was breveted 
Brigadier-Genera! United States Army, and for his 
bravery at Fort Harrison, Major-General United 
States Army on March 13, 1865. Gen. Ord was in 
command of the Department of the Ohio from 
July 5, 1865, to Aug. 6. 1866. While acting in this 
capacity he was promoted in the army to the rank 
of Lieutenant-Colonel First Artillery on Dee. 11, 
1865, and to that of Brigadier-General United 
States Army July 26, 1866. From the Department 
of the Ohio he was transferred to the Depart- 
ment of Arkansas Aug. 2%, 1866, and on March 
26, 1867, he was placed in charge of the 
Fourth Military District, comprising Arkansas and 
Mississipp!. This was in the time of the recon- 
struction agitation, and Gen. Ord proved himself 
to be as wise a military Governor as he had shown 
himself to be a brave soldier on the field. He was 
firm in hisdetermination to uphold the dignity of 
the lay, but he did pot show anything like a vin- 
dictive spirit toward the conquered rebels. He 
was mustered out of the volunteer service on Sept. 
1, 1866. 

Gen. Ord remained in command of the Fourth 
Military District until Jan. 9, 1868, a little ‘ess than 
10 months, when he was sent to his old field of 
labor, California, where he relieved Gen. McDowell 
as commander of the department. He remained 
here until Dec. 4, 1871, when he was transferred to 
the Department of the Platte, serviog there until 
April 6, 1875. He was then placed in command of 
the Department of Texas, where ke remained 
until he was retired in 1881. Since then he had 
made his home generally with his son-in-law, Gen. 
Trevino, who was for atime the Minister of War of 
Mexico. Gen. Ord was known as a thoroughly un- 
selfish man, and his character as a “oldier was very 
high. His soldiers mingled with their respect for 
the General genuine affection for the man, and but 
few oftivers of the army will be so widely mourned 


as he will be.

RICHARD L. DUGDALE. 

Mr. Richard L. Dugdale, author of ‘‘ The 
Jukes” and a contributor to various magazines in 
this country and Europe upon social science, diea 
at his residence, No. 4 Morton-street, yesterday 
morning, of heart disease, at the age of 42 years. 
His death was not unexpected, as he had been 
sick for nearly three months. Mr. Dugdale was 
the last of his line. He was born in Paris. 
His father was Richard John Dugdale, who 


was a prominent manufacturer and journalist in 
Paris prior to the French Revolution, and a direct 
descendant of a Dugdale who came over to Eng 
land with William the Conqueror. The widow ef 
Mr. Dugdale, Sr, who is now living, is a desven.i- 
antof Sir Thomas Cuddon, of Shaddingfield Hall, 
Suffolk, England. Young Richard innerited his 
father’s literary tastes, The large fortune amassed 
by Richard's father disappeared in the trounled 
times of 1848, and when the boy was about 11 years 
old the family emigrated to the United States. 
For a time they lived in the West, but while R.ch- 
ard was stil] a lad they came to New-York. Here 
he finished bis education and began his literary 
work. His tastes led him in the direction of the 
investigation of social diseases, and he spent a 
great deal of time in the gathering of statistics 
bearing upon his favorite subjects. His articles, 
when he began writing, were welcomed by such 
periodicals as the Aorth American and Westminster 
eviews and the Atlantic Monthly. His first and 
only book, and the one upon which bis reputation 
asan author is chiefly founded, is “ The Jukes. 
or, as it was called in some of the four editions 
which it reached, * Heredity of Crime.”’ In this cu 
r ously interestirg work Mr. Dugdale gave the his- 
tory of a family which he surnamed “ Jukes, 
every member of which was acriminal of greater 
or less degree. The conclusion arrived at by him, 
and it may be added that very many of his argu- 
ments were considered by the best informed sci- 
entists to be soun?, wes that "the whole question of 
crime and pauperism rests strictly and fandame: t 
ally upon a physiviogical basis.” Unfortunately, Mr. 
Duedale’s health would not permit him to pursue 
his researches as fully as he wished, though he was 
alwaysahard student. For 12 years he has euf- 
fered from the disease of which he died, but his 
work has not been given up. He has left several 
completed manuscripts, which may yet be printed. 
Mr. Dugdale was a member of the Exeeutive Com- 
mittee of the Prison Association of this State, and 
Secretary of the Society for Political Education, 
of this City. He never married. His only surviy- 
ing relatives are his mother and one sister. The 
funeral will be held at the house on Thursday. 
The hour has not yet been fixed.

GINERY TWICHELL 

The Hon. Ginery Twichell, ex-member of 
Congress and a well-known railroad man, died yes- 
terday at his home in Brookline, Mass. MBMir, 
Twichell was born in Athol, Mass., Aug. 26, 1811. 
When 19 years old he drove a mail and passenger 
stage between Worcester, Greenfield, and Fitcn- 
burg, Mass., and Brattleboro, Vt., and soon after- 
ward established the first dailv stage line between 
Boston and Brattleboro. With the late Chester W, 
Chapin, Mr. Twichell made large mail-carrying 
contracts with the Government, and for years he 
was noted for his promptness in taking Mas- 
sachusetts election news into Boston. When 
the Boston and Worcester Railroad was completed, 
Mr. Twichell became station agent for the com- 
pany at Worcester, This was his trst railroad ex- 
perience. In June, 1848, the Directors made him 
Assistant Superintendent of the company. bis chief 
being the late William Parker. Two years later 
was pro-

Place. In 1857 Mr. Twichell became 
the company. It was while Mr, 
Twichell was sident that. the Boston and 
Worcester Road had the famous and long-con- 
tested controversy with the Western Railroad ot 
Massachusretts regarding the prorating of freights 
—a controversy wich finally resulted in the con- 
solidation of the two companies in 1867. It was 
« ‘80 during Mr. Twiebell's Presidency that his com- 
pany had along dispute with the Government re- 
garding the trausportation of mails in Massachn- 
setta, In tnis dispute Mr. Twichell came our ahead. 

In 1866 Mr. Twicheli was elected to Congress by 
the Republicans of his district by a very large ma- 

ority, taking his seat March 4, 1867. In Decem- 

r, 1867, he retired from the Presidenoy of the 
Boston and Worcester Road. His record in Wash- 
ington satisfied his constituents. and they returned 
him to the Forty-first and Forty-second Con- 
gresser, When he finally retirea from this 
office Mr. Twichell became interested wi h several 
Boston merchants and capitalists in building up 
the Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fé Railroad. of 
which he was for atime the President. After the 
death of Gen. Burt Mr. Twichell became President 
of the Hoosac Tunn 1 Road. At the time of his 
death he was a Director of the Boston and Albany 
Road, and he was also interested in a number of 
Western roads. 

Mr. Twichell’s first wife was a sister of Post- 
master Ruggles, of Brookline. Of the several chil- 
dren born of this union only one—a danghter—is 
now living. His second wife, who survives him, is 
a sister of the late Gen. Burt.

A FRAUD ON 1H# CREDITORS. 


THE CROOKED TRANBACTIONS OF A CHICAGO 
LARD-REFINING CONCERN. 


CHICAGO, July 23.—The creditors of Jobn L. 
Peck, John L. Peck & Co., and Peck & Bansler are 
on the war-path. The concern was en- 
gaged in refining lard. In June it falled 
for more than $98,000, and on June 
18 R. W. Faulkner was appointed Assignee. 
An official examination is now in progress in 
the County Court, and the showing for Mr. 


Peck involves some _ sensational features. 
Three days after Peck & Bansler made 
their assignment it was discovered that the 
deeds for twoWaluable pieces of property, worth 
$30,000, had been made by John H. Peck in favor 
of Dr. Heyduck, and by him and wife back 
to Mra. Peck. On June 20, two days after 
the - failure, these deeds, made without any 
consideration, were found to be under the control 
of Mrs. Peck ina safe deposit vault. The prop- 
erty has all been attached by the Bank of Mon- 
treal and Mr. P. P. Oldenshaw, heavy cred- 
itors. Afterthe attachment, Mr. and Mrs. Peck 
had the deeds put on record, one to Mr. F. IL 
Head, chief clerk to N. K. Fairbank & Co., and the 
other to P. C. Henford. Mr. Peck had also 200 
shares of stock in the Chicago City Railway 
Company, which was, after the failure, increased 
to 299 shares by astock dividend, which Mr. Peck 
pat in his wife’s name. An examination of 
the court records reveals the financial status 
of the firm, the disputed property figuring as real 
assets, to be as fellows: Total liabilities, $98,- 
405; assets, street car stock, $55,000; real es- 
tate, $30,000; homestead and furniture, $20,- 
000; personal property, from property and 
accounts, $36,756; total, $142,829; canceled assets, 
$105,000; left for creditors, $37,829. The creditors 
are highly indignant and will make a bitter fight to 
recover the canceled assets.

GIVEN A ROYAL WELCOME. 
@RE RETURN OF THE HON. JOHN H. STARIN 
FROM EUROPE. 

The Hon. John H. Starin returnec yesterday 
from a two months’ trip to Europe, and was given 
z remarkably enthusiastic reception by the stean- 
poat men. The demonstration was the more note- 
worthy from the fact that it was spontaneous. 
Representatives of various harbor and river lines 
chartered the Thomas P. Wav, of the Newark 
Line, and went down the Bay about noon to 
Lower Quarantine, where the Cunard steam-ship 
Ballia, upon which Mr. Starin was a passenger, 
was lying. Among those on board the Thomas P. 
Way were members of Mr. Starin's family, Police 
Commissioner French, President Miller, of the Iron 


Bteam-boat Company; Capt. Francis W. Vosburg 
pf the Schuyler Tow-boat Line; Capt. Hooker, o 
the New-Haven Steam-boat Company; Capt. Jobn 
Lenox, of the Lenox Tug Line; Cupt. Foote, of the 
Foote Towing Company, and Paddy Dwyer, the 
veteran grain tow-boat man. Flags flew from 
the boat, and a banner bore the words, “ Wel- 
comé Home, John H. Starin.” Collector Robert- 
son went down in a revenue boat. When the 
Thomas P. Way reached tbe Gallia, Mr. Starin was 
taken on board and warmly Ley by his friends. 
The men on the Gallia manned the yards, and the 
three boats steamed up the Bay. As they pro- 
coeded other boats drew near and joined the pro- 
cession one after the other, every whistle doirg its 
level best to outdo every other whistle in its neigh- 
borhood. ‘The boats of the Iron Steam-boat Com- 
pany dipped their flags and saluted the Way, as 
fid all the river and harbor craft, while 
the din of whisties was fairly deafening. 
Boat after boat fell into line until, 
when the fleet rounded the Battery and 
turned up the North River, 50 orj60 boats, none of 
which belonged to the Starin Line, were d ing 
honor to the genial steam-boat man, who watched 
the demonstration in amazement from the deck of 
the Way. At Pier No. 18, the dock of the Starin 
Line of steam-boats, a crowd of 1,500 to 2,000 of 
Mr. Starin’s employes and friends were gathered, 
and cheer after cheer greeted him as he came in 
sight. Disengaging himself as soon as possible from 
the people on the pier, Mr. Starin entered his gen- 
eral offices and was welcomed by bis clerks. After 
remaining a few were he went to his home in 
West T. irty-eizhth-street. 

Mur. Starin suiled for Kurope on the Parthia May 
e4. After remaining a short time in Liverpool! be 
went to Barrow in-Furne-a, and visited the great 
ship-yards there. He then made a similar visit to 
the Clyde yards. At both places he was given a 
reception. After spending a short time in Glas- 
cow he crossed to Holland and Belgium, and jour- 
peyed through the grain producing regions of those 
eountries. Here as in Sweden, Russia, and 
Germany, he investigated the means of trans- 
portation for cereals in the interest of rapid 
ovean transit schemes, with which he Is allied. 
In Russia Mr. Starin entered into contracts by 
which a!l grain which may in the future be shipped 
by the pussian Government to this couutry will 
puss throaogh his bands. After this business, which 
was one of the objects of his trip abroad, was 
concluded, Mr. Starin t rned hs face west and 
traveled intoGermany. At Kiel he was the guest 
of the Chief Engineer of the German Navy, to 
whom he extended similar hospitalities when that 
officer was in this country a few years ago. As 
the result of thorough investigations of the 
European ship-yards Mr. Starin says he is con- 
vinced that the American pleasure and _ river 
crafts are ahead of anything else made. In the 
matter of ocean st-am-ships, however, he is of 
the opinion that we have much te learn. From 
Germany Mr. Starin returned to Paris, and thence 
py way of England home. He has enjoyed ex- 
cellent health and says he never felt better in his 


life.

OFFICER BRADLEY’S PRISONERS. 
& WHOLESALE DISCHARGE WHICH AS8TON- 
ISHED ‘‘ONE OF THE FINEST.”’ 

Officer Bradley, of the Elizabeth-street sta- 
tion, arraigned in the Tombs Police Court, yester- 
day, Reubel Rubenstein, of No. 78 Bayard-street, 
bis wife, Anna, and his daughter, Rosa, aged 16,a 
very pretty little brunette. The officer swore that 
the three members of this family had rescued a 
prisoner from him on Sunday night. He said that 
he nad arrested a drunken woman in Bayard-street 


at 9 o'clock, and in going to the Elizabeth-street 
station he passed by Rubenstein’s house. Ruben- 
stein, his wife, and daughter were sitting on the 
stoup, and on seeing the cendition of the woman 
all three came down and attempted to pursuade 
the policeman to re'ease her. He refused to do 
60, when Rubenstein snatched the officer's 
club from his belt and struck him on the 
nead with it, while Mrs. Rubenstein and 
her daughter assisted the drunken woman 
to escape. Pradiey then arrested aj! three 
and took them to the Elizabeth-street station, 
where they were confined for thenigbt. Ruben- 
stein told an entireiy different story to Justice 
Smith. He said that he and his wife were sitting 
on the top step of their house, while their daughter, 
Rosa, sat on the lowest step, when the officer and 
his prisoner came up. When they got in front of 
Rubenstein’s house the latter saw the woman jerk 
herself from the policeman's grasp and start on a 
tun down Bayard-street. Rubenstein thought that 
the policeman was drunk, for when he started 
after the running woman he staggered and fell 
heavily upon Miss Rosa. He evicently imagined 
that this young woman was his prisoner, fur, catch- 
ing her by the hair. heraid: “ You would try to 
tan away, would you? Now you come aiong 
peaceably with me, or I'll give you a taste of my 
piub.” e then got up, stili holding Miss 
Resa, and attempted to drag her off by her 
hair. Mrs. Rubenstein screamed, and when 
ner husband sprang down to assist his 
Jaughter, the officer struck him on the head with 
dis club, knocking him down. The policeman 
then took all three into custody, Rubenstein hear- 
ing him say, ** You are all d—— low-lived Jews, and 
it won't makeany difference anyhow.” They spent 
the night in o-lls at the Elizabeth-street station, 
end were all very indigoant at their treatment. 
After bearing their story. Justice Smith discharged 
the prisoners. The officer. when he heard the de- 
cision of the court, exclaimed “* What!” and his 
Honor, turning io him, said, “Yes, I discharge 
them, and they never should have been arrested.” 
After the Rubensteins were discharged, Officer 
Bradley left the court, but ashort time after ap- 
peared with another prisoner, whom he accused 
of being another person who assisted the Ruben- 
steins in conniving at the escape of the drunken 
woman on Sunday night. The man, whose name 
is Mo-es Brive, of No. 73 Bayard-street, was 
brought to the bar. when his Honor said to him, 
* How do you do, Mr. Brice. You are discharged." 
Bradley brought a prisoner to the Tom!s Police 
Court on Sunday morning, and while in the cou:t- 
room acted ina most peculiar manner, leaving it 
© be inferred that he was drunk then.

TESTING THE TORPEDO BOAT. 
Ericsson’s torpedo boat, the Destroyer, came 
op from the Horseshoe yesterday, where she had 
been for a week, and anchored at the brewers’ 
dock at Tomovkinsviile, Staten Island.

It was intendedto make 
the experiments of firing the torpedoes in rouczh 
water, but as the sea was unusually chop:y and 
full of breakers on the surface, it was though: best 
to wait for a more favorable condition of the 
water outside of Sandy Hook. Tesis were made 
in the rough sea, however, ot the speed and ability 
of the boat to manceuvre, us she would have to do 
ln case of an attack. The engineers in charge 
were highly pleased witb the results, the craft, 
although of iron and 70 feet long, moving 
around ata good speed within her own length. 
Theve is a powerful engine in the stern of the boat, 
especially constructed by the elder Ericsson, for 
the purpose Of turning her. This machinery not 
only works the rudder, but it operates huge si- 
phons that throw the water with the boat, and 
snus Cause an additional power to aid her move- 
ments, the water aiding instead of retarding the 
curos. After extended triais of the seaworthiness 
and celerity of the Destroyer in deep and rough 
water, the vessel returned to the Narrows, where 
the torpedoes were fired from the sabmerged gun. 
Everything worked satisfactorily. After the tor- 
pedoes had gone a few yards’ distance they rose 
to the surface and continued on for 100 yards with 
anerring certainty. Wooden cartridges were used 
as substitutes for the torpedoes, and these were 

icked up about the Bay after the trials were over.

BURDENED WITH ANINSANE WIFE. 
DAVID HOLTZ’S PLEA FOR A RELEASE FROM 
MARRIAGE BONDS. 

A suit for the annulment of a marriage on 
grounds of an unusual character is pending in the 
Court of Common Pleas. The plaintiff is David 
Holtz. He seeks to be released from his matrimo- 
nial relation to Pauline Holtz, née Moses, whom he 
married in April last, and whom he was compelled 
to have sent tothe lunatic asylum on Blackwell's 
Island in May. Holtz says that, after a brief 
acquaintance with Pauline Moses, he became 
engaged, on April 1, 1888, to marry her. Her rela- 
tives then told him that it was customary for en- 
gaged persons to appear before a City officer at the 
City Hall and publicly announce their intention to 
become man and wife. They told him. he says. 
that this céremony was not one of marriage, and 


was in no respect binding on persons of his faith— 
the Hebrew. He did nut wish to marry Pauline 
until he had learned more about ber, and not be- 
fore his mother should arrive here from Europe, 
yet on April 2he went with hertothe City Hall, 
where apn Alderman performed the ceremony of 
marriage between them. His lack of knowledge 
of the English language, and his confidence 
in the alleged stat ments of Pauline’s relativese 
kept him ignorant ef the fact that the ceremony 
was not merely one of betrothal. It was not fol- 
lowed by cohabitation, for he and Pauline contin- 
ued in the same relation as before it until April 15, 
when they were married «ccording to the rites of 
the Hebrews. To the surprise of Holtz, as he 
alleges, bis wife became a violent lunatic on the 
day following their marriage. He appears to have 
borne with Ser violence and insane speeches until 
May 29, when. on the certificates of Drs. W. L. 
Hardy and M. D. Field, she was committed to the 
asyium asa sufferer from chronic mania. Since 
th t time, Hoitz says. he has discovered that his 
wife's father, instead of being dead, as he had 
been told he was. is really an idiot or lunatic, and 
has been such since 18:2. The most remarkable 
parts of the complaint are as follows: 

“And plaintiff further shows, upon information 
and belief, that the de:endant has been a junatic for 
several —- past, and has been an inmate of 
said asylum several times before her said muer- 
riage, but that she enjoys lucid intervals, 
lasting from five days to two months at various times 
and that at such interva’s she fuliy remembers all 
thatha transpired before she relapsed into lunacy, 
and that the iact of ber beinge lunatic is then well 
kuown to her, and that she had been advised by her 
physician that, inthe event of her becoming a mar- 
ried woman, her said lunacy may probably cease, and, 
in the event of her becoming a mother, she may be 
cured thereof altogether. ‘hat on or about the 
Ist day of April, 1883, when  piaintiff first 
made ber acquaintance, up to and including the 
said 15th day of April, 1883, the defendant had been 
enjoying such a lucid interval, and during all this 
time she acted like u sane person, and, in fact 
was sane and enjoying all the mental! faculties of 
other sane and rational persons, and the fact of her 
ever having been insane or of unsound mind was en- 
tirely unknown to the plaintiff, nor was he ever in- 
formed thereof until the said 16th day of April, 1883, 
when, for the first time, he became apprised of the 
real condition of defendant's mind, as aforesaid, and 
then only he learned the facts hereinbefore stated 
And plaintiff further alleges that the defendant and 
her relarives, well know ng the pren.ises, wrongfuliy 
and maliciously withheld the facts above stated from 
this piaintit®, with the fraudulent intent to induce 
him to consent to marry the defendant, and thus 
make him the tool or instrument of her very improb- 
able recovery from said lunacy, in utter disregard of 
hisown personal happiness and of the direful con- 
sequences, in case of issue of the marriage, for gene- 
rations to come, more,especially as defendant's father 
is also a lunatic, as plaintiff is informed and believes.” 

Holtz asserts that if be had known the facts 
stated in his complaint prior to his marriage he 
would not have become the busband of the de- 
fendant, and he therefore asks the court to annu! 
his marriage. As Dr. T. M. Franklin, the Superin- 
tendent of the asylum, refused to allow the sum- 
mons to be served personally on Mrs. Holtz, be- 
cause he feared it would have a bad effect on her, 
Judge J. F. Daly, in Common Pleas, Chambers, yes- 
terday, granted an order for the service on the 
doctor, as her temporary guardian, and on her 
mother, Mrs. Annie Moses, of No. 14 Suffolk-street, 
as her personal representative. Mrs. Holtz is only

PROTECTING THE PENSION FUND. 
THE LITIGATION BEGUN BY EX-POLICE SER- 
GEANT DILKS8. 

A preliminary injunction, restraining the 
Police Commissioners from paying money out of 
the Pension Fund of the Police Department to any 
persons excepting disabled anc retired members 
of the force and widows and orphans of mem- 
bers, was granted by Judge Donohue, in Su- 
preme Court, Chambers, yesterday, on the applica- 
tien of Mr. Edward MacKinley, counsel for ex- 
Police Sergeaut W. W. Dilks. In his afii- 


davit Sergt. Dilks avers that he became 
a member of the police force in 1849, and 
remained such unti! 1872, when be was retired on a 
pension, There are, he says, 220 retired members of 
the force, 163 widows. and 18 orphans dependent on 
the Pension Fund for support, and there are a 
large number of persons not entitled to benefit 
from the fund who are seeking to compel the Po- 
lice Commissioners to pay them money out of it. 
To persons like the latter Sergt. Dilks says the 
Police Commissioners have, since February last, 
unlawfully paid $74,038 60, and if the demands of 
the others should be honored, the fund will be so 
depletea that nothing will be left forthe persons 
whom it was intended to benefit, and they will 
be left destitute. Mr. MacKinley, in an affidavit, 
everred that he had examined the laws creating 
and governing the Police Pension Fund, and had 
arrived at the opinion that the Trustees of the 
fund have no right to pay money from it to any 
other persons than pensioners. The persons who 
have been paid $74,038 60 out of the fund since 
February are members and ex-members of the 
police force, from whose salaries the Police Com- 
missioners, between 1877 and 1883, deducted fines 
for absence on sick leave. They procured the 
money on mandamuses granted, as was claimed, 
in accordance with the decision of the Court of 
Appeals in the Ryan case. Other applica- 
tions, now pending, for mandamuses have been 
met by the Police Commissioners with the plea that 
the applicants have lost their right to recover their 
money through their negiect to pursue it, and that 
as no money was taken from them privrto 1877. 
they cannot, even if they have not been negligent 
of their rights, legally receive back pay out of the 
Pension Fund which was invested before that year, 
and which is the only portion of the fund now re- 
maining in the hands of the Commissioners,

If the appeal was to a revently bereaved 
widower, Mrs. Stubenroll would sign herself 
‘Widower,’ :nd if it wastoa woman who just 
had lost her husband, she would sign herself, 
or rather add to the signature and addre-s 
given above, **Widow.’"’ Whether she appeared in 
the character of a widow or a widower, sbe had 
always six helpless young children to take care 
of, and would be eternally grateful tor any 
financial assistance that might be rendered by the 
bereaved to one similarly afflicted, in return for 
the thoughtful presentation of the silvered verses 
and preposterous angels. Mrs. C. F. Stuvenroll 
has three children, the oldest of whom is a 
boy 18 years of age and the youngest a girl 
of 12. All of them aid in the manufacture of 
the “ memorials,” as the aforesaid black-bordered 
sheets are termed, and the industry, Mrs. 
Stuvenroll’s tenement-house neighbors say, pro- 
duces quite a comfortable income. Superintendent 
Walling said that it was merely a case of begging.

As 
an evidence of her thrift she stated that 
she went to the Poor Guardians who gave her 
£4 108. and passage tickers, although she had | 
received from her husband and daughter, who live 
in Boston, money to pay her passage to America. 

The 
head of the other assisted famiiy which arrived on 
the Italy said that he bad friends here who were 
well able to care for him and he was aliowed to 
gotothem. Among the immigrants who arrived 
on the Normandie from Havre wasa Swiss jewcler 
who has been blind 17 years.

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THE SKA-SIDE NCRSERY DEFENDED. 
The charge made by Mrs. Mary E. Strauss 
that her 7-month-old infant died on account of its 
treatment at the Sea-side Nursery, and the lack of 
proper ana sufficient food, is indignantly denied 
by John W. Kramer, Master of St. John’s Guild, 
under whose charge the Nursery is managed. Mr. 


Kramer says that the physician in charge, Dr. 
Troutman, and the matron are both eminently 
fitted for their positions, and that he has thor- 
oughly Investigated the charge thatthe babe was 
not given proper nourishment and finds it to be 
false. Mrs. Strauss, with ner children, was ad- 
mitted on July 7, and she went away on the 2ist 
against the protest of Dr. Troutman, who urged 
her to remain and warned her that one of the 
children would be liable to die if taken to the 
stifiing atmosphere of a tenement-house. The 
record of each case, Mr. Kramer says, is kept at 
the Nursery, and is open to the examination of 
any reputable person. ‘The grief of a mother be- 
side her dead child,” said Mr. Kramer, ** may lead 
her mind to accept very erroneous ideas as to the 
cause of death, and Mrs. Strauss js probably bon- 
est in ber delusion that her charges were well 
founded, but her child was killed by moving it to 
the City against Dr. Troutman’s advice, and the 
treatment given at the Nursery is the best that 
can be given by vigilance and professional experi-

DEATH OF AN OLD \EW-JERSEY SETTLER. 

William Crossett died in Paterson, N, J., yes- 
terday, at the age of 8 years. He was born near 
Londonderry, Ireland, in 1797, and came to America 
in 1819, landing at Eastport, Me. He and 90 others 
bad engaged one Capt. Lovett to take them to 
Philadelphia, but the Captain having piloted the 
British into that port during the war of 1812, the 
peopie assaulied him on his return thither. He 
salied, however, with his passengers, but. shortly 
after some trouble arose on the vessel and the pas- 
sengers threatened to tak6é possession. The Cap- 
tain put into Townsends, Me., and lodged a com- 
plaint against the passengers, but it was dismissed, 
and they sailed to Boston in another vessel, from 
which point.Mr. Crossett walked to New-York, 
and a few months later arrived in Paterson. He 
was a carpenter by trade, and. being unusual! skill- 
ful, was employed in the first factory for the 
manufacture of Colt’s revolvers, at Paterson, to 
turn the wooden stocks for the rifles, making the 
stock for the gun that received the gold medal at 
the American Institute Fair in New-York. By 
steady application to his trade and prudent in- 
vestments Mr. Crossett accumulated.a fortune 
estimated at upward of $150,000.
